| “I must demand that this unruly con- 
duct cease. I appeal to your courtesy to 
show due respect to our invited guests 
who have come many miles to present 
their views to you upon this’ question.” 
Mr. Underhill took the interruption 
in good part and jocularly remarked 
that he feared he “‘ was a dynamo which 
had generated more heat than light.” 
Eminent leaders of the feminist move- 
ment in this city and prominent oppo- 
nents of woman suffrage crowded the 
large auditorium. The subject an- 
nounced was, ‘“‘ What Men Think About 
Woman Suffrage.”” The speakers who 
defended the suffrage side of the con- 
troversy were Senator Charles 8. Thom- 
as, ex-Governor of Colorado, and Con- 
gressman William Kent of California. 
The anti-suffrage viewpoint was pre- 
sented by Everett P. heeler, former 
Chairman of the Civil] Service Commis- 
sion of New York City, and Mr. Under- 
hill. The debate was followed with keen

BARE ARMY PLOT 
AGAINST HUERTA 


Mexico City Police Arrest Of- 
ficers Suspected of League 
with Northern Rebels. 


DIAZ ADHERENTS INVOLVED 


One Also Arrested In Vera Cruz— 
General Reported Shot for Trea- 
son—Rumors Worry Capital.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 26.—The police 
of the capital discovered a plot to-day 
reported to involve several important 
army officers who are retired, none 
actually having commands. Two 
| Colonels formerly connected with the 
Diaz régime were sent to Vera Cruz, 
where they were interned at San Juan 
de Ulua Ulloa. Reports are current 
that one of the others, Gen. Fernando 
Gonzalez, son of a former Mexican 
| President, has already been executed 
for treason. Among others impli- 
cated is Gen. Eugenio Rascon, an aged 
officer and former War Minister to 
| Diaz, who was taken to Vera Cruz, 
whence he was deported to Salvador, 
his native land, 

Several other persons were arrested 
|to-night. Warrants were also issued 
against members of some of the 
wealthiest families in the capital. 
Hundreds of other persons are being 
watched by the police and fear arrest 
at any minute. 

The arrests include José Ruis Re- 
quena, candidate for the Vice Presi- 
dency with Felix Diaz in the recent 
elections, and four former Deputies 
who were recently released from jail. 

The police report that they searched 
the homes of Gonzalez and Rascon, 
discovering a list of persons implicat- 
ed in the plot and the amounts they 
were expected to contribute to the 
fund supporting an uprising, the date 
set being Feb. 1.

EL PASO, Jan. 26.—Americans must 
stay out of Chihuahua, or lose their 
lives. This is the newest order to be 
issued in the revolution-ridden republic. 
This anti-foreign demonstration has 
been started by the Vasquistas (par- 
tisans of Vasquez Gomez), under Max- 
imo Castillo. The Vasquistas have sud- 
denly gained strength enovgh, through 
Federal desertions, to take the offensive, 
and the first move in their programme 
of restoring Mexico to the Mexicans was 
to order all American ranchers and 
land owners from the western part of 
the State of Chihuahua, where the Vas- 
quistas are strongest. 

The order was issued over Castillo’s 
signature and followed the refusal of 
the large American land and cattle com- 
panies in Western Chihuahua to pay 
tribute to both Villa and Castillo. 
Villa’s commanders have made little ef- 
fort to check the ravages of these 
bandits and have done little more than 
collect the duties on cattle and other 
shipments from Mexico at the rebel 
ports. Castillo has also given orders 
to his men to shoot any Americans 
on sight and to allow none of them to 
return to engage in business. 

The order includes the Mormon ranch- 
ers, who have returned after being 
driven from their homes in the Ameri- 
can Mormon colonies of Western 
Chihuahua.

BARES FRISCO DEALS 


Road’s Troubles Laid to Bad 
Financing and Poor Invest- 
ments in Report to Senate. 


HITS AT FRENCH BOND SALE 


Criticizes Speyer & Co. for Trans- 
action Just Before Receivership— 
Millions Lost In Discounts.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Extravagant 
methods of financing were responsible 
mainly for the troubles of the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railway Company, ac- 
cording to the Interstate Commerce 
Committee's report submitted to the 
Senate to-day, in response to a resolu- 
tion of that body calling for an inves- 
tigation of all the facts and circum- 
stances concerning the purchase of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois Railroad by 
the Friso and the subsequent receiver- 
ship of both railroads. 

Although the report says the Senate 
resolution “ does not call for express.on 
of opinion or recommendations,” it does 
assert, referring to the sale just before 
the receivership of $3,000,000 of 5 per 
cent. bonds, French series, at 78, to 
Speyer & Co. of New York, “that the 
sale of securities to the investing pub- 


lic through bankers at a_ time when 
every appearance indicated the insol- 
vency of the issuing company, invites 
and Warrants the condemnation of all 
who assisted or participated in each 
jsale. Speyer & Co. should have been 


laware of the poverty of the Frisco and | 


its difficulties in obta:ning funds.” 
In summarizing its conditions under 
the caption “ Effect of Frisco financial 
policy " the commission says: 
“The policy of the Frisco in the ac- 


of 


quisition of new lines at prices greatly | 


in excess of construction costs, and 
the sale of its funded debt securities at 
extravagant rates of discount, includ- 
ing the payment of premiums on retired 
issues and commissions to bunks and 
bankers on such issues, the investment 
in stocks of industrial companies on 
which no dividends have been paid, the 
assumption of heavy fixed charges for 
its Texas lines, as well as for the Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois Railroad far 
greater than its returns therefrom, and 
payment of excessive charges upon the 
investment in the use o! terminal and 
coal properties, have resulted in the net 
revenue of the Frisco being absorbed 
by such charges in a sum which ap- 
proximates between $4,500,000 and $4,- 
000,000 per annum.”’ 

The commission gives a table show- 
ing items which it says are descriptive 
of those resulting in annual charges 
against the income of the road and for 
which it received no apparent value or 
return. The charges were computed 
on the basis of actual amounts where 
ascertainable and by applying interest 
rates of 4 and 5 per cent. on other 
items. 

Fixed Charges 

In the following figures those first 
mentioned are fixed annual charges 
based on an interest rate of 4 per cent. 
and the second figures fixed annual 
charges based on interest at 5 per cent.

Profits on sale of new lines to the 
Frisco, $8,444,796, equaling fixed an- 
nual charge at 4 per cent. of $337,- 
792, and at 5 per cent., $422,240. 

Discounts, premiums, and commis- 
sions, net at $30,500,000, equaling $1,

Investment in Kirby Lumber Com- 
pany stock, $1,226,208, equaling $49,- 
048 and $61,310. 

Due from St. Louis, San Francisco 
& Texas Railway for traffic balance, 
$2,200,000, equaling $88,000 and $110,000. 

Interest on $28,500,000 bonds New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexico Railroad, 
less $500,000 in Frisco Treasury and 
$3,000,000 covering profit on sale of 
Brownsville, $1,250,000. 

Interest on $14,000,000 bonds New 
Orleans Terminal Company, Frisco, 
proportion net, $180,000, 

Average annual loss on investment 
in Chicago & Eastern Llinois Railroad, 
$170,000. Rentals paid Crawford Min- 
ing Company, $27,0U0. 

It will be observed, says the commis- 
sion, that in applying the actual charges, 
where ascertajnable, and 4 per cent. on 
discounts, &c., the result is an annual 
charge of $3,221,840, while applying the 
Same rule on a 5 per cent. basis $3,745,- 
55U is shown as the amount chargeable 
annually. According to the commission, 
these figures of themselves are not 
strikingly significant, but when it is 
seen that they represent 31.09 per cent. 
and 35.06 per cent., respectively, of the 
total funded debt interest charge of the 
Frisco each year, and that the Frisco 
receives no apparent benefit therefrom, 
their significance is apparent. In this 
connection the commission says: ‘ In 
order to earn the revenue necessary .to 
meet these charges annually, and assum- 
ing that the operation of the Frisco was 
conducted on an operating ratio of 70 
per cent., it would require gross reve- 
nues amounting to $11,072,800 jn the first 
instance an $12,485,170 in the second. 
The total gross earnings of the Frisco 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1913, 
approximated $43,000,000, and the 
amounts quoted represent 25.69 per cent. 
and 29.04 per cent., respectively, of this 
sum.”’ 


Expansion of the System. 


In reviewing the territorial expansion 
of the Frisco and its acquisition of new 
lines since 1897, the commission shows 
that in the ten years to June, 1907, 
fifteen additional lines, located mainly 
in Oklahoma, were purchased at a 
cost of approximately $62,000,000, Since 
a907 the expansion of the Frisco was 
represented by an addition of fifteen 
miles of leased lines and trackage which, 
in the opinion of the commission 
“jndicates that the abilfty of . the 
Frisco to finance additional construc- 
tion had reached its limits, or that the 
policy of the company had _. been 
changed.” 

In summing up the expansion policy, 
the commision says: 

“It appears of record through state- 
ments secured from the St. Louis 
Union Trust Company, manarer for 
the syndicates that financed the con- 
struction of a number of properties 
which were subsequently sold to the 
Frisco, and which statements were in 
part supported by the testimony of 
witnesses, that a number of lines ac- 
auired by the Frisco were purchased 
by that company at prices which af- 
forded large profits to the syndicate 
subscribers and trust companies. Among 
the subscribers to these syndicates were 
various officials of the Frisco, including 
B. F,. Yoakum, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, as well as officers of the 
St. Louis Union Trust Company.” 


Profits to Syndicates. 


The commission gives an account of 
syndicates formed for the construction 
of new lines taken over by the Frisco, 
and its report contains the names of 
officers of the Frisco who participated 


as subscribers in these syndicates. It 
is set forth that in the financing of the 
St. Louis, San Francisco & New Orleans 
road the profits made by Frisco officials 
and Directors were $63.200 on an invest- 
ment of $400,000 by Nathaniel Thayer, 
aa on an investment of $500,000 by 

. &. Pierce, $134,300 on an investment 
of $850,000 by Blair & Co., $27,600 on an 
investment of $175,000 by James Camp- 
bell, and $7,900 on an investment of $50,- 
000 by W. K. Bixby. 

B. F. Yoakum was the only official 
of the Frisco interested in the syndi- 
cate formed in April, 1902, to purchase 
the St. Louis & Gulf road. The com- 
mission says he subscribed and paid in 
$75,000 and received $113,187 as his por- 
tion at the dissolution of the syndi- 
cate. In addition he obtained a profit 
of $28,000 through the purchase of nine 
small properties whic were consoli- 
dated with the St. Louis & Gulf. 

Other instances given show that out 
of the purchase of the securities of the 
Arkansas Valley and Western line. B. 
F. Cheney and F. Parker, among 
others connected with the Frisco, ob- 
tained profits of $11,515 and $23,031. 

Several of those connected with the 
Frisco joined in the syndicate to buy 
the New Iberia and Northern Railroad 
and the Iberia, St. Mary and Eastern 
Railroad. Mr. Yoakum made payments 
of $190,000 on a subscription of $320,- 
000. In December, 1911, the Board of 








Directors of the Frisco authorized the 
purchase of Mr. Yoakum’s interest plus 
7 per cent. his was effected in May, 
1912, by a cash payment of $12,698 and 
a six months’ note for $200,000. The 
commission says that the profits to the 
syndicate subscribers on the sale of 
these properties to the Frisco amounted 
to $500,000 in addition, to which they 
retained an interest in unpaid bonuses 
of about $100,000. 


Heavy Bond Discounts, 


It is set forth in the report that the 


discount on bonds and notes other than 
short-term notes issued by the Frisco 
and its lines aggregated $32,152,602. 
Premiums amounting to $1,486,852 were 
received on a series of refunding bonds 
and notes, leaving the net amount of 
discount paid $30,665,749. The commis- 
sion says: “ The pavment of this enor- 
mous amount of discount in twelve 
years must be deemed to be due to one 
of two causes: That the credit of the 
Frisco was very poor, or that bankers 
obtained the securities at prices which 
may or may not have been as high as 
could have been obtained from those 
not directly interested in the financing 
of the Frisco.” 

After citing other instances of Frisco 
finances the commission says: 

‘Within the widest possible range of 
reasonable charges to the public, no 
transportation company, constructea 
and living upon borrowed capital, can 
long survive a situation in which it 
sells securities at 624% cents on the dol- 
lar and pays interest on the par value 
thereof. At 4 per cent. the £5:0,665,749 
of net discounts and commissions car- 
ried by the Frisco represents an annual 
expenditure of $1,226,630 for interest 
upon money which it never received. 
The aceounts show that the securities 
were sold at prices higher than those 
above quoted, but commissions vary- 
ing from 1 to 2% per cent. paid to 
the bankers aggregated more than 
$3,000,000."" 


Kept Paying Dividends. 


During all these years, the commis- 
sion goes on to say, while its securities 
were sold under heavy discounts and 
while it borrowing funds to meet 
its obligations, the Frisco consistently 
paid annual dividends of 4 per cent. 
upon its $5,000,000 of its first preferred 
stock, an annual charge of $200,000. 
The last of these dividends was de- 
clared for the quarter ended March 31, 
1913 Dividends on the second pre- 
ferred stock were discontinued in 1906. 

“Thus this company, whose securi- 
ties were discontinued as high as 37% 
per cent4” says the commission, “ ap- 
parently attempted to maintain a pios- 
perous appearance by disbursing divi- 
dends which were not, in fact, earned.” 

In telling of the purchase by the 
Frisco at their face value and interest 
of three notes executed by the Kirby 
Lumber Company for $200,000 each, 
drawn to the order of B. F. Yoakum, 
James Campbell, and Henr Clay 
Pierce, for money advanced to the lum- 
ber company, the commission says that 
subsequently the notes were surren- 
dered to the lumber company as part of 
the purchase price of preferred stock of 
the company, and that six months there- 
after the Frisco purchased additional 
shares of this stock, making its total

| investment $1,248,750. No dividends have 


neen received upon this stock by the} 
Frisco, and the commission figures that 
at 4 per cent. the ten years this stock 
was held the Frisco’s loss amounts to 
about $500,000. 

The commission says the road paid J. 
W. Bailey $25,000 for his services in ac- 
quiring this stock and charged that 
amount to the cost of the securities of 
the lumber company. 


Paid to Banks. 


A table in the report summarizing the 
amounts subscribed by syndicate mem 
bers and advanced by trust companies} 
for the construction of several prop- | 
erties, and the amount realized by syn-| 
dicates and trust companies on the! 
scale of these properties to the Frisco, 
shows that on $26,548,111 paid in, the 
profit was $5,444,796. 

Tables are submitted to show the 
amount of discount applied to each is-| 
sue of securities, as well as of the 
names of banks or bankers to whom 
the securities were sold. One taopdle| 
shows how the commissions of $3,106,- 
118 paid to bankers were distributed. 

‘It will be seen,’ says the commis- 
sion, “that the greater part was paid 
to James Speyer & Co. in the sale to 
them of the Frisco general lien bonds.”’ 

The table shows that the amount re- 
ceived by Speyer & Co. was $13,553,902 
out of a total discount paid to all bank- 
ers and brokers of $32,152,602, On _ the 
general lien bonds, the amount of which 
was $69,524,216, James Speyer & Co, re- 
ceived the entire discount, amounting to 
$12,344,980. Of the total amount men- 
tioned J. & W. Seligman & Co.'s syndi- 
cate received $6, 30; J. & W. Selig- 
man & Co., $1,181,710; Blair & Co., $2,- 
295,124; Salomon & Co. and Walker & 

$3,150,650; William Salomon & Co., 
5: J. P. Morgan & Co., $1,151,312; 
Handels Gesellschaft, $780,250; 
Hallgarten & Co., $824,087; Redmond & 
Co., $492,176; Drexel & Co., $267,250; 
Moffat & White, $170,714; Prince & Erb,

Report a Warning to French Inves- 
tors, Says Maurice Leon. 


B. F. Yoakum, Chairman of the St. 
Louls & San Francisco Railroad, was 
at his office yesterday, but sald that 
he had received only fragmentary 
pieces of the report and would offer 
no comment on the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission’s findings. James 
Speyer, head of Speyer & Co., likewise 
declined to discuss in any way the re- 
port.

“The report should prove a whole- 
some warning to the French public to 
approach warily the offers of American 
securities placed before it, no matter 
how prominent and respectable the 
bankers are who negotiate the issues, 
andeI do not mean only the American 
bankers, but fully as much the French. 
Among the banking institutions in 
France which have been concerned 
with issues of American securities 
on the Paris market, there are very few 
willing to accept even moral responsi- 
bility for what they offer their own 
public. Their custom is to say that 
they act entirely on the faith of their 
relations with some prominent Ameri- 
can banking house which has brought 
the business to them. They profess in- 
ability to pass independent judgment on 
the pecuniary and legal value of the 
security and say they take the word of 
the American firm on all such matters. 
This is not right; American securities 
ought to be offered to the French pub- 
lic only through concerns well in- 
formed on their value and prospects.”’ 

Frederick R. Coudert issued the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the Frisco 
report:

Museum Accepts Conditions, 


First—The Museum hereby accepts the 
legacy containedin Article XII. of the last 
will and testament of Benjamin Altman, 
deceased, and each and every part of 
the same as appears by the schedule or 
list hereto annexed and marked Exhibit 
‘“B,”’ subject to all and singular the 
conditions and provisions in the said 
Article XII. contained, and hereby agrees 
to permanently comply therewith and 
to do and continue permanently to do 
everything on its part to be done to 
conform thereto, and to faithfully carry 
out the same. 

Second—The Museum further agrees 
to provide and permanently maintain in 
the new south wing of fireproof con- 
struction, fronting on Fifth Avenue, 
in the City of New York, now to be 
added to its building, funds for the 
erection of which wing have been au- 
thorized by the Board of Estimate of 
the City of New York, or in such other 
portion of the building now erected or 


| to be erected, of fireproof construction, 


as shall be agreed to by the Museum 
and the executors, one suitable room of

President Robert W. de Forest of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art signed the 
contract on behalf of the Trustees. The 
executors of the Altman will 
signed it were Michael J. Friedsam, 
residuary legatee of the Altman estate, 
and Vice President of the corporation 
of B. Altman & Co.; Bernard Sachs, 
George R. Read, and Edwin J. Steiner. 
The agreement or contract was signed 
Jan. 5, but was not made public until 
yesterday. 

Mr. Friedsam said of the agreement: 

‘“*T am sure the Trustees of the Mu- 
seum will do everything in their power 
to carry out the wishes of Mr. Altman. 
And, speaking for myself and the other 
executors, I may say that we shall 
assist them in every way that we pos- 
sibly can.”’ 

President de Forest expressed the 
Satisfaction of the Trustees over the 
successful conclusion of the negotia- 
tions in regard to the collection. The 
assistance accorded them by the execu- 
tors, he said, was a source of gratifica- 
tion to him and to his colleagues on the 
Board of Trustees of the Museum. Here 
is the full text of the agreement: 


THE AGREEMENT. 


This agreement, made the 3d day of 
January, 1914, by and between the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, a corporation 
duly incorporated under the laws of the 
State of New York, hereinafter called the 
Museum, party of the first part, and 
Michael Friedsam, Bernard Sachs, 
George R. Read, and Edwin J. Steiner, 
as executors of the last will and testa- 
ment of Benjamin Altman, deceased, 
hereinafter called the executors, parties 
of the second part, witnesseth: 

Whereas, Benjamin Altman, late of the 
City of New York, by Article XII. of his 
last will and testament bearing date the 
second day of May, in the year 1912, 
which, with a codicil thereto bearing 
date the 12th day of June, in the year 
1913, was duly admitted to probate by 
the Surrogate of the County of New York 
having jurisdiction upon the 6th day of 
November, in the year 1913, did give and 
bequeath to the Museum his collection 
of paintings, Chinese porcelains, tapes- 
tries, rugs, Limoges enamels, rock crys- 
tals, marbles, bronzes, furniture, and ob- 
jects of art contained in certain cata- 
Jogues, 1, 2, and 3, with such catalogues, 
and any other articles or objects of art 
thereafter to be acquired and added to 
said catalogues and to such collection, 
upon certain express conditions set out 
at length in said Article 12, a copy of 
which article, so far as it relates to such 
subject, is hereto annexed marked Ex- 
hibit ‘‘ A,”’ to which reference is had with 
the same effect as if each and every of 
the conditions and provisions contained in 
said Article XII. had been in this agree- 
ment set out at length, and which paint- 
ings, Chinese porcelains, tapestries, rugs, 
Limoges enamels, rock crystals, mar- 
bles, bronzes, furniture, and objects of 
art, constituting the collection so-called 
by said testator, consist of the objects 
specified in the schedule or list hereto 
eeeexed and marked Exhibit “B”’;

Executors Approve Arrangements. 


The executors hereby approve such 
location, and declare that the location, 
space and light so to be provided, and 
the arrangements contemplated for the 
exhibition of the said collection, will be 
when completed satisfactory to them. 

The Museum futther agrees that in 





case, with the growth of the Museum 
or changes in the building, a change of 
location of rooms shall become neces- 
sary, the new location shall always oe 
not less accessible nor less satisfactory 
for the purpose of the exhibition of the 
said collection than the rooms herein- 
before designated or to be nereafter 
agreed on; and the parties hereto fur- 
ther agree that in case the construction 
of such south wing shall be unduly de- 
layed, or if for any reason beyond the 
power of the Museum such south wing 
shall not be constructed, some other 
selection of space shall forthwith be 
made in consultation with the executors 
which will insure the exhibition of the 
collection according to the terms and 
conditions set forth in said Article XII. 
of the said will. 

Third—The parties hereto further 
agree that if any suitable space shall be 
vacated in the north wing and at the 
disposal of the Museum and the Museum 
shall be able to devote the same to the 
exhibition of the said collection accord- 
ing to the terms and _ conditions set 
forth in said Article XII. of said will, 
the Museum shall notify the executors, 
and the parties hereto thereupon may 
agree upon a location in the north wing 
in the place of a location in the south 
wing, in which case all the terms and 
conditions herein prescribed in respect 
of the installation of said collection in 
the south wing shall be applicable to 
its installation in the north wing. 

Fourth—The parties hereto further 
agree that, so far as respects action by 
the Museum, the construction of such 
south wing shall proceed as rapidly as 
possible, but it is understood that the 
construction and final completion of 
the same are, dependent in considerable 
part upon the action of the authorities 
of the City of New York. 

Fifth—The Museum further agrees 
that on the completion of such south 
wing the said space, hereby devoted to 
such collection—or such space, if the 
same be changed, as shall hereafter be 
devoted thereto, wherever the same may 
be, shall be arranged expressly for the 
exhibition of the said collection in as 
complete and satisfactory a manner as 
similar space is arranged for the dis- 
play of collections in other portions of 
the building. 

The Museum further agrees that upon 
final installation of the collection it 
Shall be so arranged as to exhibit the 
same in a proper and suitable manner, 
and the Museum will consult with the 
executors, or their survivors, and make 
due effort to reach a harmonious agree- 
ment in reference thereto. 


Special Rooms for Collection. 


The Museum further agrees that the 
space hereinbefore referred to or such 


other space as shall be devoted to such 
collection shall be devoted solely to the 
collection of the said Benjamin Altman, 
deceased, and shall contain no works 
of art or other exhibits except the 
articles bequeathed by him and for- 
merly in his collection; that the paint- 
ings shall be hung in a single line and 
not one above the other; that notices 
or signs of proper size shall be placed 
and maintained in such room or rooms 
so as to indicate clearly that the col- 
lections therein contained were ‘e- 
queathed to the Museum by the said 
Benjamin Altman; and that a proper 
rail shall be provided, some distance 
from the wall, for the protection of the 
paintings. 

Sizth—And whereas it is provided 
in the said Subdivision 4 of Article XII. 
of the said will that this contract shall 
contain such alternative or other dispo- 
sition of all the works of art included 
in the legacy contained in said Article 
XIl., in case of breach by the Museum 
of any of the provisions of this contract 
by it to be pettormed, and the continu- 
ance of such breach after notice from 
the executors, or any of them, or the 
residuary legatee under the said will, or 
any person or official charged by law 
with the supervision or enforcement of 
public charitable gifts or bequests, or 
any person or corporation interested to 
take advantage of such breach, as shall 
be prescribed and set forth in this con- 
tract by the executors; and 

Whereas, it is doubtful whether at 
the present time there is any institution 
or public or other charity in the City

Provision for Breach of Contract, 


Now, therefore, the parties hereto fur- 
ther agree that in case of breach by 
the Museum of any of the provisions of 
this contract by it to be performed, and 
the continuance of such breach after 
notice from the exeutors, or any of 
them, or the residuary legatee under 
said will, or any person or offiial by 
law charged with the supervision 
or enforcement of public charitable gifts 
or bequests, or any person or corpora- 


tion interested to take advantage of 
such breach, the following shall be the 
alternative or other disposition of said 
works of art included in said legacy, 
which, pursuant to said Subdivision 4, 
was in such case to be prescribed, and 
set forth in this contract by the execu- 
tors, to wit: In such case it shall be 
competent for the executors, or their 
survivor, or successor or any adminis- 
trator with the said will annexed, or 
the Museum, or the residuary legatee 
under the said will, or any person or 
official by law charged with the super- 
vision or enforcement of public charita- 
ble gifts or bequests, or any person or 
corporation interested to take advantage 
of such breach, to institute an action or 
other proper proceeding in the Supreme 
Court of the State of New York, or in 
some other court having Jurisdiction, 
joining therein the Museum and such 
other party or parties as may be deemed 
requisite, and to present and submit the 
matter of the disposition of such collec- 
tion to such court for its adjudication, 
and thereupon, on due hearing, to obtain 
from such court an adjudication whether 
any alternative or other disposition of 
the said collection is necessary, and, jf 
so, What shall be such alternative or 
other disposition, which adjudication 
shall be in satisfaction of and a per- 
formance of the said provision in said 
subdivision 4 of Article XII. of the said 
will for an alternative or other dispo- 
sition of the said collection in case of 
the breach of the terms of this contract; 
and such corporation, person, or persons 
as shall in and by such adjudication 
aforesaid be pe ee oe to have and re- 
ceive such collection shall be and 
are hereby empowered to receive the 
Same, the executors assuming that 
the court will in and by such adju- 
djcation, prescribe such terms and con- 
ditions in regard to the maintenance and 
exhibition of the collection as shall be 
suitable and proper to fully carry out 
the conditions and intention of the said 
will; and if for any reason it shall he 
adjudged or decreed that the manner 
above set forth of ascertaining what 
shall be the alternative or other disposi- 
tion thereof does not comply with the 
rovisions of the said will and cannot 
e availed of, then and in that event, in 
order that no question may remain as 
to the full compliance with such provis- 
ions the City of New York, by what- 
ever corporate title the said municj- 
pality may then be known, is hereby 
named and appointed to receive the 
same, the executors assuming that the 
proper authorities of the said city will 
take all such action in regard to the 
maintenance and exhibition of the col- 
lection as shall be suitable and proper 
to fully carry out the conditions and in- 
tention of said will. 
Seventh—And whereas it is further 
provided in and by the’said Article XTTI. 
of the sald will that, in case the Mu- 
seum shall avail of the bequest con- 
tained in said Article XII. and satisfy 
the executors as to the arrangements 
for the ultimate reception and exhibi- 
tion of the said collection, the execu- 
tors are authorized to deliver the same 
to the Museum and to agree to the tem- 
porary exhibition thereof untjl, arrange- 
ments for the permanent exhibition 
thereof shall be complete; and 
Whereas, the Museum, by the resolu- 
tion aforesaid of its Board of Trustees 
and by the terms of this instrument, has 
availed of the said bequest, and in the 
manner hereinbefore set forth has satis- 
fied the executors as to the arrangement 
for the ultimate reception and exhijbi- 
tion of the said collection, which ar- 
rangement is nerety accepted by the ex- 
ecutors, after a full examination of the 
location; 


Executors Transfer Collection. 


Now, therefore, the executors hereby 
transfer the said collection to the Mu- 
seum, and agree to the temporary exhi- 
bition thereof until arrangements for the 


permanent exhibition thereof can _ be 
completed, upon the terms followjng, 
viz. : 

1. That there shall be devoted to the 
temporary exhibition of the said collec- 
tion the galleries known as Nos. 35, 36, 
37, 38, and 39, on the second floor of 
Section C of the a main building 
of the Museum, which are now occupied 
by the Crosby Brown collection of mu- 
sical instruments, and such space shall 
be apportioned to the said collection as 
follows unless otherwise agreed between 
the parties : 

Gallery 39.—Dutch paintings and a 
few sculptures. 

Gallery 37.—Italian, 

Flemish paintings, with kindred 

sculptures and two cases containing 

gold objects and crystals. 

Galleries 35 and 36,—Chinese porce- 
lains and certain rugs. 

Gallery 38.—Rugs and furniture. 

2. That the light shall be improved by 
whitening the surfaces above said gal- 
leries; that a new floor shall be laid, 
of cork or similar substance,now used 
in Museum galleries; that certain of 
the doorways shall be closed and cov- 
erings placed on the walls which cov- 
erings shall be at least as good as those 
in the general galleries of the Museum 
devoted to painting; and that, in con- 
sultation with thé executors, the Mu- 
seum will install the said collection to 
the best of its ability and in as appro- 
se and effective a manner as pos- 
sible. 

The executors hereby express their 
satisfaction with the arrangements for 
such proposed temporary exhibition as 
above described, believing that the 
same will provide as safe, prominent 
and dignified a space for the exhibition 
of such collection as is practicable at 
the present time. 

It is further agreed that until the ar- 
rangements for the temporary exhibi- 
tion of said collection can be completed, 
and until notice of the completion thereof 
has been given ae the Museum to the 
executors, the said collection shall re- 
main in the galleries connected with the 
house 626 Fifth Avenue and 1 West 
Fiftieth Street, in the City of New 
York, occupied by Benjamin Altman 
during his life. If, however, the said 
premises should be sold prior to the 
completion of the arrangements for the 
temporary exhibition, or if for any other 
reason a removal is necessary or 
proper, the Museum will provide as far 
as possible some suitable place in its 
building for the care and preservation 
thereof until the arrangements for such 
temporary exhibition shall have been 
completed. 

Eighth—And whereas it is further 
provided in and by Article XII. of the 
said will as follows: 

‘“‘T further give to the said Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, provided my 
executors shall arrange with the said 
Museum of Art to have the same, or 
some of the same, transferred to the 
said Museum, my paintings of the 1830 
French school; also my collection of 
Japanese lacquer work and other ob- 
jects of art contained in my catalogue 
No. 4, together with the cabinets con- 
taining the Japanese lacquers and said 
catalogue No. 4, which contains a de- 
scription and history thereof, to be dis- 
posed of as may be agreed upon with 
my executors.” 

And the executors have arranged with 
the Museum, within the terms of the 
said will, to have transferred to the 
Museum certain of such paintings of the 
1830 French school and certain other 
paintings, together with the collection 
of Japanese lacquer work and certain 
other objects of art contained in Cata- 
logue No. 4 as aforesaid, and the cabi- 
nets containing the Japanese lacquers 
and said Catalogue No. 4, according to 
a schedule or list of the same hereto 
annexed and marked Exhibit C; 


Terms of Temporary Exhibition. 


Now therefore it is further agreed 
that in such temporary exhibition of 
the said collection so to be made shall 
be included such of the said paintings, 
lacquer work and other objects of art, 
contained in the said schedule or Hst 
marked Exhibit C, as shall be agreed 
upon between the executors and the Mu- 
seum; and it is further agreed that in 
the permanent installation of the said 
collection as hereinbefore provided for, 
the said pictures and objects of art 
mentioned in said schedule or list 
marked Exhibit C, other than the 
lacquer work, shall not be exhibited 
as a part “of the said collection or 
in connection therewith, but shall 
be distributed by the Museum in the 
appropriate placé in its galleries with 


similar objects, and that the same and 
all of the same shall be plainly marked 
and distinguished as being the gift of 
Benjamin Altman, deceased; and in the 
said nanent installation the lacquer

work mentioned in the said schedule or 
list marked Exhibit ‘'C”’ shall or shall 
not be exhibited as a part of the said 
collection or in connection therewith, as 
shall be agreed upon between the exec- 
utors or their survivors and the Mu- 
seum. 

Ninth—The Museum further agrees 
that, upon the payment to it by the 
executors of the sum of $150,000, given 
and bequeathed to it in and by said 
Article 12 for the purpose of provid- 
ing Balaries for Theodore Y. Hobby and 
Arthur J. Boston, if they shall be em- 
ployed by the Museum, and of providing 
also for the maintenance and preserva- 
tion of the works of art in said collec- 
tion, the Museum will, except as other- 
wise in this Paragraph hereinafter 
provided, hold the said sum of $150,000 
as a perpetual fund, the income of 
which only shall be used and applied 
to the salaries of said Hobby and Bos- 
ton, and to the care, maintenance, and 
preservation of the said collection, any 
surplus of said income, if any, to be 
applied to the general uses of the Mu- 
seum in the discretion of its Trustees. 

The Museum further agrees that In 
case of any breach by the Museum of 
this contract, and the taking effect of 
the alternative or other disposition of 
such collection owing to such breach, as 
hereinbefore provided, the principal of 
the said fund of $150,000 and any unex- 
pended income shall be paid by the 
Museum to such corporation, person, or 
persons as shall be adjudged to have 
and receive such collection. 

Tenth—This agreement shall bind the 
Museum and its successors and suc- 
cessor, and the executors and the sur- 
vivor of them and their and his suc- 
cesors, and any administrators or ad- 
ministrator with the said will annexed. 

In witness whereof the party hereto 
of the first part has caused its cor- 
porate seal, attested by its Secretary, 
to be hereunto affixed, and these pres- 
ents to be signed on its behalf by its 
President of a Vice President, and the 
parties of the second part have here- 
unto set their hands and seals in dupli- 
eate, as of the third day of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and fourteen.

Dear Sir: We have your letter of 
May 27 containing your generous offer 
of a loan exhibition of the objects of 
art left by the late Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and shall be very glad to ar- 
range for the temporary exhibition 
which you suggest. 

We are sure that the public will be 
grateful for the opportunity of seeing 
them promptly and will approve our 
giving their exhibition precedence. It 
is perfectly understood by us, and will 
be understood by the public, that this 
in no way commits you or the other 
executors of Mr, Morgan's estate to 
any course in regard to their ultimate 
disposition.

From Mr. Morgan's letter it is clear 
that he has not yet reached a decision 
as to the ultimate disposition of this 
collection, as he is empowered to do 
by his father’s will, and it is to be in- 
ferred that he does not intend to do so 
until after the temporary exhibition, 
of which he speaks, shall have been 
inaugurated. It is gratifying to know, 
however, that for a time at least the 
collection will not be broken up or 
divided, and that the people of New 
York will be given ample opportunity 
to see and enjoy the most famous col- 
lection of works of art that has been 
brought together in our generation, 
remarkable alike for the wealth of im- 
portant objects which it includes and 
the wide range of interest covered by 
them. The opportunity will be one 
which even the collector himself never 
enjoyed, for he never saw all these 
treasures in one place or at one time.

WORK IN LONDON TIED UP 


Buildings Representing Investment 
of $50,000,000 at Standstill—Coal 


Strike Likely to Spread. 


LONDON, Jan. 26.—The United King- 
dom is again threatened with serious 
labor trouble. The Building Trades 
Federation, in addition to calling upon 
the plumbers, painters, and allied 
trades to strike, has also decided in 
favor of bringing about a national 
building strike. 

Should the recommendations of the 
Executive Council be ratified, London's 
building industry will be brought to a 
standstill. Work has already ceased on 
a dozen big buildings in course of con- 
struction, involving the expenditure of 
$50,000,000, These include London's new 
County Council Hall and several Gov- 
ernment bulldings.

Law at Asiatic Society 
Dinner. 


WAR ON PRIVATE MONOPOLY 


Defends Wilson’s Policies, Which, 
Will Make for 
Increase of Trade. 


He Says, 


Secretary of State William Jennings 
Bryan told the members of the Amer- 
fean Asiatic Association at a dinner at 
Delmonico’s last night that President 
Wilson in withdrawing the approval of 
the National Administration from the 
Chinese loan, and also in all of the other 
policies he had adopted, was doing what 
he thought was best for the future wel- 
fare of the United States. 

Mr. Bryan by no means limited his 
address to Asiatic questions and re- 
ferred to the course taken by the Admin- 
istration in regard to the tariff, big 
business, the currency and the Philip- 
Pine Islands. Speaking as an emissary 
of the President—at least he left no 
doubt of that point in the minds of his 
auditors—Mr. Bryan said simply that 
the President believed he was doing 
what was right and was ready to fight 
steadfastly for his convictions. 
of that. he added, that if those who 
were unconvinced in regard to any 
policy would give Mr. Wilson's policies 
time to reap the harvest that was sure 
to come, they would learn that they 
and not the President were in error.

We 
have long needed such a law, and 
am sure that our foreign trade will be 
stimulated not only in the Orient, but 
also throughout South America by the 
new law which permits banks here to 
establish branches throughout the 
world.

But if 
any one thinks that it is the duty of 
the Government to stand back of any 
business man, whether he be honest 
or not, then I am afraid that he will be 
disappointed.” 

The opening of foreign branches of 
banks, made possible by the new cur- 
rencyv law, said Mr. Bryan, was a more 
valuable asset to commerce than could 

ossibly be derived from a fleet of 

attleships. 

Taking up other policies, 
spoke first of the salutary effect it 
was believed would be derived from 
tariff legislation. He also spoke of the 
President as “ waging war’ on private 
monopoly, and he said that in an at- 
tempt to foster high prices monopoly 
not only restricted our trade, but cur- 
ailed production. 

** Mention has also been made 
new tariff law in the promotion 
eign trade,’’ continued § Mr. 
“This influence can hardly be 
ciated at this time, because its opera- 
tion has only just begun. In his last 
speech, deljvered just before his tragic 
death, President McKinley called atten- 
tion to the necessity for tariff reduc- 
tion as a means of extending or increas- 
ing our exports. It was a prophetic ut- 
terance, to which the country has given 
a well-nigh universal response. We 
must show ourselves friendly if we 
would have friends. We must buy if we 
would sell. The new policy means a 
larger commerce between our natjon and 
the world, and in this’ increase 
Orient will have her share, and this ad- 
vantage will be enjoyed not only in gen- 
eral by the public, but especially by 
those merchants and manufacturers now 
turning their eyes to the Far East. 

“Another factor must not be over- 
looked: the President has outlined a 
third reform whose influence’ can- 
not be bounded by national lines. He 
has declared war upon private monop- 
oly, and this means the investment of 
capital that has heretofore been fright- 
ened away from industrial fields. If 
the new policy results in a reduction im 
the size of corporations that have be- 
‘come overgrown, it will mean 
number of independent and competing 
enterprises, and this competition will 
mean a better article at a lower price. 

“The President in his policies thus 
far announced has laid even a broader 
foundation for the extension of our 
trade throughout the Orient. He is cul- 
tivating the friendship of the people 
across the Pacific. He has already 
spoken a word of hope to the Filipinos. 

hey are not a numerous people, and 
their trade may not seem so large a 
prize as the trade of Japan and China, 
but the effect of our nation’s Philip- 
pine policy will be felt throughout the 
Orient. A recognition of the rights of 
the Filipinos to work out their own 
destiny will strike a responsive chord 
wherever the people have feared for- 
eign influence. 

President Wilson, said Mr. Bryan, had 
also done service to the extension of 
commerce by his efforts to bring about 
universal peace. It was, he said, the 
policy of universal 
Mr. Wilson was endeavoring to forward. 
That policy, he said, was not senti- 
mentalism but practical philosophy. 

“Whether we view the world, there- 
fore, from a purely material standpoint 
or from the standpoint of religion,” he 
said, ‘‘ we must, 
is intelligent, reach the same conclusion, 
viz.: That we only build enduringly 
when we endeavor to raise the level 
upon which we all stand. This is 
the President’s purpose in what he has 
done;

SAYS TELEPHONE CO. 
PADS IT EXPENSES 


Attorney Who Appeared for Sub- 
scribers Assails Accounting 
Filed with Service Board.

RENTAL FIGURES TOO HIGH 


$1,297,965 Paid to Parent Co. in 


1913 for Use of Equipment 
Worth but $1,500,000.

M. H. Winkler of 90 Wall Street, the 
attorney who appeared for the telephone 
users at the recent hearings before the 
up-State Public Service Commission, as 
a result of which the New York Tele- 
phone Company filed last week an ac- 
|} counting of its earnings and expenses, 
| issued yesterday a statement criticising 
| this accounting. Mr. Winkler said that 
the company’s statement contained a 
padding of its operating account. 

‘*‘ Analyzing the statements of annual 
receipts and expenses,’’ he asserted, ‘‘ of 
the New York Telephone Company in 
the City of New York in 1912 and 1913, 
as filed with the Public Service Com- 
mission, leads to some very interesting 
results. They show the existence of con- 
ditions different from what the figures 
are intended to show. 

“The operating revenue for 1913 
stated to have been $28,056,423.07; 
1912 it is $26,162,280.86, an increase 
one year of $1,894,142.21. 

‘‘The operating expenses increased 
during the sare period $1,552,032.61, al- 
though the number of stations increased 
only 10 per cent., there being in use in 
this city Dec. 31, 1912, 483,298 tele- 
phones, and on Dee. 31, 1913, approxi- 
mately 524,000 telephones. A large per- 
centage of this increase represented ex- 
tension telephones, which were installed 
without much increase in capital invest- 
ed or expense of operation, 

“The net income for 1912 is given as 
$10,603,251.57, and for 1913 as $10,635,- 
271.87, an increase of only $32,020.30. 

“During 1912 the New York Tele- 
phone Company paid to the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
rental for the use of equipment, trans- 
mitter, receiver, induction coil, and sun- 
dry minor services, $1,179,901.39. In 
1913 it paid $1,297,965.50. These pay- 
ments represent 4% per cent. of gross 
revenue during each year. It has been 
repeatedly held that the rental of 4% 
per cent. per annum exacted by the pa- 
rent company from the local company 
for the use of equipment is grossly ex- 
cessive, and often in excess of the total 
cost of such equipment. 

“In the Connor case the Railroad 
Commission of Wisconsin held that the 
actual cost of receiver, transmitter, and 
induction coll did not exceed $3.02, and 
that 51 cents per annum, the equivalent 
of 17 per cent. of the cost, would be a 
fair rental value for the use of such 
equipment. On that basis the New York 
Telephone Company should have paid 
to the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Company in 1913 for the use of 500,000 
telephones the sum of $255,000, instead 
of $1,297,965.50. 

“In the San Jose case the Railroad 
Commission of California held that 4% 
per cent, of gross revenue for the rental 
of equipment was excessive, and 2% per 
cent. was allowed. In that case the 
telephone company placed the value of 
exchange station instruments at $2.02 
a set instead of $3.02, as was done in 
the Wisconsin case, 

**In New York City the telephone com- 
pany paid in 1918 to the parent company 
as rental for the use of equipment 
$1,297,965.50, the actual cost of which to 
the parent company was, approximately, 
$1,500,000. 

“The deductions for depreciation of 
plant and equipment produce almost 
similar startling results. In 1912 there 
was charged for depreciation of plant 
and equipment, $3,018,423.18. In 1913, 
$3,373, 267.52, or $6,391,690.65 in two years, 
the equivalent of more than 10 per cent. 
of the total plant and equipment in- 
vestment. 

“It has been repeatedly held,that in 
a matured telephone plant the deprecia- 
tion fund should always represent 15 
per cent. of the total amount properly 
chargeable to capital account, and that 
such sum should not be produced in one 
or two years, because such a procedure 
would lay unwarranted burden upon the 
ratepayers who were patrons of the util- 
ity during that time.” 

Mr. Winkler went on to point out that 
the New York ‘Telephone Company 
owned all of the capital stock of the 
Empire City Subway Company, in whose 
conduits its wires were carried, and 
that the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company owned all of the local 
company’s stock, and observed: 

“One can readily see how easy it has 
been to take all these vast sums of 
money from one pocket and put them in 
another, always taking care that none 
of it got back into the pockets of the

March 1, Except on Income 

| from Which Tax Has Been 
Withheld. 


THE COLLECTOR BESIEGED 


(Throngs Flock to Anderson’s Office 
. Thinking They Must File 
‘ Claims Before Thursday. 


The office of Charles W. Anderson, 
Internal Revenue Collector for the dis- 
trict that includes the lower part of 
Manhattan Island, was overrun yes- 
terday by persons who had been misled 
into the belief that if they did not fil¢é 
their claims for exemptions and deduc- 
tions on account of the income tax by 
mext Thursday they would lose the 


opportunity to do so. 

This idea was based on statements 
which had been published that this was 
required by the law. The extracts 
quoted, though, applied only to off- 
setting the exemptions and deductions 
against those parts of income on which 
the tax had been withheld at the source. 

In all other cases they are to be 
Claimed in the returns to be filed on 
March 1. Even in the case of persons 
from parts of whose incomes the tax 
has been withheld, it is hard to con- 
ceive of an instance where failure to 
claim the exemptions would have any 
effect whatever on their taxes this year. 

Many a taxpayer has an idea that in 
mot claiming exemption against a part 
of his income from which the tax has 
been withheld he is losing some of the 
exemptions to which he is entitled, 
This is not the way it works. The gen- 
eral deductions for losses in business, 
depreciation, interest on mortgages, and 
matters of that sort are in the end 
subtracted from his entire gross in- 
come, leaving the net income, from 
which, as a whole, the specific exemp- 
tion of $2,500, or, if married, $3,338.83, 
fs subtracted. This leaves the taxable 
income, on which the tax is levied. 

Either the deductions or the specific 
exemption, therefore, may be ciaimed 
against any part of his income 
witheld at the source or not. ft is only 
jn cases where the taxpayer wants to 
apply some part or all of these deduc- 
tions and exemptions to the particular 
pers of his income on which the tax 
1as been withheld that there is any 
mecessity for making the claim thirty 
days before March 1. They can equally 
well be claimed against that pert of 
his income on which the tax has not 
been withheld at the source. 

The law for collection at the source 
did not take effect last year until Nov. 
1 and, with the exception of bond in- 


Jes the salary, rent, and items of that) 
kind amounted to ,000 or more for 
the two months of November and De- 
cember alone. Taking salaries as an 
example, nothing was required to_ be 
withheld unless the salary amounted to) 
$3,000 for the two months, equivalent to 
an anual salary of $18,000. Nothing 
was withheld, therefore, from the} 


same time cut down the aggregate 
amount of the exemptions that he 
would be entitled to apply to other in- 
comme, which nobody had agreed to pay 
or him. 

Furthermore, the bondholder is obli- 
gated to include in his income, which, 
after all deductions, is subject to the 
tax, the interest on bonds that he re- 
ceived in the eight months from March 
1 to Nov. 1, end, as in the case of sal- 
aries, his deductions and exemptions 
would not be likely to offset his whole 
taxable income, including that on which 
the tax had been withheld.

TIMES SQUARE PLANS 


Estimate Board Committee and 
Commissioners Discuss Vital 
Questions To-morrow. 


DESIRE IS FOR HARMONY 


Cost Will Be the Great Factor In 
Deciding on the Grand 
Central Connection. 


The Public Service Commission ex- 
pects to hold a conference to-morrow 
with the Transit Committee of the 
Board of Estimate, made up of Presi- 
dent McAneny and Borough Presidents 
Mathewson and Pounds, at which the 
two questions affecting Forty-second 
Street and the new subways will be 
taken up and probably decided practi- 
cally. In the matter of the connection 
between the new and old subways at the 
Grand Central Station the direct con- 
currence of the Board of Estimate is 
necessary, a8 it was understood that the 
commission, if it wished to take the 
diagonal route under the hospital site 
and the Grand Union Hotel, would con- 
sult with the board as to the cost. As 
far as Times Square is concerned, the 
entire matter is in the hands of the 
commission, and it will consult with the 
representatives of the Board of Esti- 
mate merely in order to insure harmont- 
ous action. 

A careful comparison has been made 
of the probable cost of each of the pos- 
sible connections between the Park Ave- 
nue and the Lexington Avenue subways. 
While engineering opinion represented 
by the Interborough and the New York 
Central officials and Alfred Craven, 
chief engineer of the commission, is 
strongly in favor of the proposed 
diagonal line and the property owners 
of the neighborhood have expressed 
through the Forty-second Street As- 
sociation their preference for this plan, 
the Board of BHstimate certainly will 
not agree to it if it seems to imply too 
great an outlay. The problem, in fact, 
turns almost entirely on the price the 
city must pay for the necessary ease- 
ments, and it is unlikely that either 
the Commissioners or the members of 
the Board of Estimate will vote for this 
arrangement if it will cost more than 
$500,000 in excess of the Fortieth Street 
line. 

In the case of Times Square the 
Broadway and Times Square Associa- 
tions, which first asked the commission 
to amend its plans for a local station 
running south from Forty-second Street, 
providing instead an express station 
running north and to convert the pro- 


posed express station from Forty- 
peventh to Forty-ninth Street into a 
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local station, have since found that they 
have the support of a great body of 
public opinion. Not only have such prop- 
erty owners as the Astor and Goelet 
estates assisted in the fight to get the 
plans modified, but representative bodies 
in Queens and in Brooklyn have realized 
that the lay-out of the subways in 
Times Square is not purely a local ques- 
tion, but a matter which affects the 
entire city. 

the commission pointed out in the 
reply made last week before the Brook- 
ys Transit Conference to the allega- 
tion that Brooklyn had been neglected, 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit's Broadway 
line is being constructed primarily for 
the accommodation of Brooklyn folk 
who wish to reach the great amusement, 
hotel, and shopping district of Manhat- 
tan. So the Transit Conference, as rep- 
resenting Brooklyn, adopted a strong 
resolution in favor of a Times Square 
expressestation, even if it involved a 
certain delay for the drafting of new 
plans. 

Local opinion on the subject has been 
guided by the fact that the streets to 
he north of Forty-second Street are 
much congested <4 the great crowds 
which are drawn there by the theatres 
and hotels. In the last few months, 
moreover, Forty-fifth Street, the first 
uninterrupted crosstown street north of 
Forty-second Street, has been develop- 
ing unexpectedly as a business thor- 
oughfare, and already it is evident that 
there can be no comparison between the 
number of Subway passengers it will 
attract and those who will be attracted 
to the narrow atrip between Broadway 
and Bryant Park between Forty-second 
and Fortieth Streets. 

So great are the crowds which find 
their business or their pleasure north of 
Forty-second Street at it even has 
been suggested that it would be better 
to have a local station running north 
from Forty-second Street than a sta- 
tien running south, It is believed, how- 
ever, that the Public Service Commis- 
sion will accept the views in favor of 
the Times Square express station from 
Forty-second to Forty-fourth Street, 
which Chairman MsCall and Commis- 
sioner Williams said publicly before 
the Brooklyn Transit Conference they 
favored. It is believed also that from 
the suggestions submitted by Henry G. 
Opdycke .and George A. Harwood Mr. 
Craven will be able to work out a 
thoroughly satisfactory plan.

Untermyer to Testify on Owen Bill 
Before Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Public hear- 
ings on the Owen bill to prohibit the use 
of the mails and telegraph and tele- 
phone lines for fraudulent transactions 
on stock exchanges, will open on Feb. 
4 before the Senate Banking Committee. 

Samuel Untermyer will be the first 
witness. Edward P. Lyon, attorney for 
the New York Bank Note Company 
and grain exchanges in Chicago and 
Milwaukee, will also be heard.

explained it, a publicity and informa- 
tlon body, so far as it may act inde- 
pendently.

The President has indicated also that 
the findings of the Trade Commission 
are not to be binding on anybody. The 
Attorney General, it was. explained, 
could agree or disagree with whatever 
the commission reported. As to whether 
a corporation would or would not know 
that it had violated the Federal law 
until the Attorney General had said so, 
the President pointed out to visitors curi- 
ous on this point that the bill in its 
present form provided tnat the Attorney 
General and not the Interstate Trade 
Commission was to determine whether 
there had been a violation.

obtained and a decree was being formu- 
lated by the court, the court could 
refer the formulation to the commis- 
sion for advice. But, after the commis- 
sion had drawn a decree, the court 
would be privileged to amend it or refuse 
to accept it. The commission is to be 
an ancillary or, to quote the President’s 
apt phrase, a handmaid. 

So far as tie matter of the commis- 
sion’s functions with regard to pub- 
licity 1s concerned, the President has 
not given much attention to that phase 
of the wabsect. His opinion is that this 
is a question to be considered by men 
of practical experience. It can be said 
that the President is anxious to have 
the commission avoid being unfair to 
any corporation by. giving publicity to 
its legitimate methods of business if 
the corporation’s rivais would be able 
to take ‘advantage of that knowledge. 
He realizes that a delicate point is in- 
volved in this connection, but his gen- 
eral idea is that there should be entire 
publicity by the commission with re- 
gard to matters which concern the pub- 
lic, particularly the investing public. 


Must Observe Public Opinion. 


Under the corporation tax law, which 
has been superseded by the new in- 
come tax law, information furnished to 
the Treasury Department by corporations 
has not been at the disposal of the pub- 
lic, and minority holders of stock not 
listed on the Stock Exchange are said 
to have found it impossible to get in- 


formation from the Treasury Depart- 
ment about corporations in which they 
were interested. In cOnnection with this 
Treasury practice, the President has 
been asked whether it was his idea that 
the proposed Interstate Trade Commis- 
sion should give information to stock- 
holders in corporations. Those who 
have inquired, however, have ascertained 
that the President had not taken up de- 
tails of that character. 

The impression was gained from what 
he had said that it was intended that 
the commission should formulate its own 
rules, with due regard to public opinion. 
He had admitted that under the proposed 
law the commission would be at liberty 
to make public what it pleased, but that it 
was to be supposed that the commission 
would not’ depend entirely on its own 
judgment, but would be influenced by 
the whole atmosphere of public opinion, 
that is, by what the thought of the 
country demanded should be made 
known. 

Although there is a striking similar- 
ity between the language of the Trade 
Commission bill regarding publicity of 
corporation records and the language 
of the corporation tax law, the Presi- 
dent regards the Trade Commission as 
a different sort of instrumentality. It 
is not, in his opinion, solely for the 
benefit of individuals. He regards it 
as an independent organization, like the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, that 
can be resorted to by business men and 
individuals, but with the discretion to 
determine what shall be done when ap- 
plication to it is made.

‘SIEGEL BANK WOULD! 
PAY 25 TO 30% NOW 


Proposal Is Ready to Submit to 
Depositors and Another to 
Mercantile Creditors. 


LANDLORDS MAY OBJECT 


Stores to be Reorganized and Their 
Stock Offered as Security for 
Notes Covering Balances. 


Counsel for the many interests in- 
volved in the enterprises of Henry Siegel 
and Frank BE. Vogel held conferences 
| yestefday and last night, as a result 
of which, it was said, all parties were 
about to come to an agreement by which 
the Siegel stores in this city would be 
reorganized. 

Mr. Siegel and his partner are ready 
ito submit a proposal to their private 
bank depositors and their mercantile and 
commercial bank creditors, and these are 
understood to be willing to consider the 
terms. It remains for the landlords who 
are interested in the buildings occupied 
by the Simpson-Crawford Company and 
the Fourteenth Street Store to show an 
inclination to receive Siegel and Vogel’s 
proposal. 

The details of the plans of settlement 
could not be obtained from counsel for 
any oné of the interests, but it is known 
that the largest cash payment is to be 
made to the 15,000 depositors who placed 
$2,500,000 in the private banking firm 
of Henry Siegel & Co., which loaned 
most of the money to the Siegel Stores. 

As nearly as could be learned, the de- 
positors are to receive, if the plan of 
settlement is accepted, a first cash pay- 
ment of 25 or 30 per cent. For the bal- 
ance they will receive notes, maturing 
at the end of two years and bearing 
about 5 per cent. interest. The collateral 
|for these notes will be stock in the new 
corporation which is to take over the 
Siegel Stores when they are reorganized. 
Henry Siegel himself will probably re- 
main at the head of the mercantile in- 
stitutions. 

The plan also contemplates the pur- 
chase by Siegel of all the asset§ of the 
banking institution of Henry Siegel & 
|Co., including the fixtures and_ the 
claims of the bank aga.nost the Siegel 
Stores. An offer of 35 per cent, in 
cash and a balance payable on notes se- 
cured by stock in the new corporation 
may be submitted to Henry Melville, 
receiver of the private bank. He in 
turn would submit the proposition to the 
depositors, who have organized several 
;committees, represented by different 
; counsel. If the proposition meets with 
| opposition, it would become a matter for 
; the courts to decide. 

The creditors of the Fourteenth Street 
Store will receive ultimately 40 or 45 
per cent., of which about 20 per cent. 
will be paid down and the balance made 
payable on notes, maturing at the end 
of two or three years and drawing per- 
haps 6 per cent. To the creditors of 
the Simpson Crawford Company will be 
offered the ultimate payment of 4) or 
40 per cent., of which 20 per cent. will 
be paid down and the balance secured by 
notes. All notes are to be secured by 
stock in the reorganized corporation con- 
trolling the Siegel Stores. 

All the terms of the settlement will be 
completed probably to-day or to-mor- 
row, when the proposal may be sub- 
mitted to the legal representatives of the 
various interests,

less than $100,000,. and in cities and 
towns of the third class, all private 
banks having a capital of not less than

SORTING OUT JOBSEEKERS. 


Senator Works Suggests Federal 
Commission to Do the Work. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Federal ap- 
pointments were the subjéct of a speech 
in the Senate to-day by Senator Works 
of California on his bill to provide for 
a commission appointed by the Presi- 
dent to receive and pass upon all ap- 
plications and recommendations for ap- 
pointment to Federal offices. The 
measure would forbid members of Con- 
gress to recommend applicants or aid 
in obtaining positions.

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion began yesterday a six weeks’ 
hearing of protests against advances | 
of specific commodity freight rates | 
under the railways’ request for 
general HNving wage. When the rail- 
ways propose to advance commodity 
rates they are advised to make a 
general advance which will not dis- 
turb the relation of rates. That hap- 
pens to be the answer made to the 
express companies by the Commission 
on the jsame day that it begins a not 
altogether consistent policy with 
reference to the railways’ 5 per cent. 

To the express 
companies the Commission says it is 
“ unwilling to consider the reasonable- 
“ ness of individual rates on particular 
“commodities until after it 1s found 
“ how the general reduction in express

“companies.” Can it be that the 
Commission does not care how the 
railways are affected by a rate sched- 
ule declared to be too low which they 
wish to raise ratably?

THE KING OF ALBANIA. 

It is not without a touch of signifi- 
cance that the name of the little me- 
diatized principality of Wied, from 
which the new King of Albania takes 
his title, is the peasants’ word for a| 
band with which fagots are bound. It 
suggests the task which the Prince 
has undertaken. Tho elements in his 
kingdom which he will have to bring | 
and hold together are many and vari- 
ous, and some of them savagely hos-

Nominally he is the representative of 
the concert of the great Powers. In 
reality the Powers were practically 
coerced by Austria and Italy to ex- 
clude Albania from division or posses- 
sion by the Balkan allies. Austria 
was resolved that she would fight 
rather than see Servia secure access 
to the Adriatic seaboard, or Monte- 
negro secure possession of Scutari. 
Italy, which has its own ambitions in 
the region, was equally resolved that 
Austria should not establish any claim 
conflicting with her own. So Prince 
WILLIAM starts out with a kingdom 
which two Powers are content to set 
up until they get ready to contend for 
their respective interests. His first 
need will be to steer a course that 
shall keep these rivals from open con- 
flict. 

His next will be to keep peace and 
order in Albania, which is a very 
cockpit of race and family feuds. The 
Ghegs in the northern part of the 
country and the Tosks in the southern 
part are in a general way bitterly hos- 
tile to each other, and though they 
have both supplied troops to Turkey 
who have fought well side by side, 
there is always trouble along the bor- 
der of the regions occupied by them. 
Within each of the two races there is 
an indefinite number of tribes and 
families, between which the vendetta 
is handed down from generation to 
generation. Of anything like a central 
Government there is hardly a trace, 
nor are there organized district Gov- 
ernments capable or desirous of 
maintaining order. The country is al- 
most wholly without railways or even 
wagon roads, and the chief mode of 
communication is by bridle paths or 
foot trails. Owing to the savage tem- 
per of most of the Albanians, and the 
existence of feuds among them, con- 
siderable parts of Albania have never 
been even explored, and are nearly as 
unknown to outsiders as the depths of 
Central Africa. 

In our wireless dispatches it is stat- 
ed that Prince WILLIAM will embark 
for his new kingdom in the course of 
the next month. His first business 
will be to test the good faith of 
EssaD Pasha, who is reported to have 
an army of some 15,000 and whose 
professed allegiance is open to some 
suspicion. If Essap proves faithful, 
the next task will be the organization 
of a corps of effective gendarmerie to 
keep the Albanians from each others’ 
throats and from the throats of their 
neighbors. It is in the creation of 
such a force and in its employment 
that the function of fagot-band will 
have to be performed. It will be a 
tough undertaking. The population of 
Albania is estimated—there has never 
been anything like a census—at 1,600,- 
000, about one-fourth of whom are 
Serbs, Bulgarians, and Greeks. For 
the most part the Albanians are whol- 
ly averse to paying taxes of any 
sort, and are much addicted. to fight- 
But though the job is a hard one, 
it may, with tact and energy and 
firmness, be found practicable. It is 
hardly more formidable than Austria 
performed with notable success in 
Bosnia.

In his will the late Mr. MorGcan 
very clearly indicated his desire that 
all or a large part of his collection 
of art works should be so disposed of

including the Altman as well as the 
Morgan collection, is well known. 

Tt is gratifying to know that Mr. 
MorGAN will not sell any part of the 
collection at present. To attempt to 
do so, or to place it in the market at 
any one time, would have the effect 
of lowering the prices of art antiqui- 
ties. It would be an uneconomic pro- 
ceeding. But we are permitted to 
hope that the collection will remain 
intact in this city another year, 
if not longer. Meanwhile it ts not 
likely that efforts will be spared to 
adjust any difficulties that may have 
arisen. Mr. MORGAN may rest as- 
sured that the dispersal of the 
collection will be regarded as an ir- 
reparable loss by his fellow-citizens.

And what 
of all the paraphernalia of existence 
that contributes to the atmosphere and 
fellowship of the college? Shall the 
side shows be sacrificed? 

The sympathetic reply to this young 
man is that a fair amount of “ extras” 
should not be denied if within his 
purse. But the munificence of the 
men who have founded and support 
the. college institutions provides a 
means of profitable enjoyment, even 
of luxury, by no means to be despised. 
College students, rich and poor, for- 
get that the provisions of a higher 
education for them are in the nature 
of largess. Their tuition does not be- 
gin to pay for them. The poorest stu- 
dent enjoys rare privileges of converse 
with educated gentlemen whose time 
is at his disposal, of enlightened dis- 
cipline, and of care for his bodily and 
social welfare. These privileges are 
in themselves leaveners of existence; 
they remove him many degrees from a 
life as cheap as a beast’s; they bring 
him in contact with the broad humani- 
ties. Even a boy who works his way 
and who encounters some hardships 

the way must feel like a human 
being, not like a draught animal, in 
this kindly association with his fellows 
and teachers.

TRINITY CHAPEL. 

Probably no tears will be shed over 
the abandonment of Trinity Chapel. 
Within the fifty-nine years of its ex- 
istence it has filled a conspicuous 
place in the religious and social life 
of the community, but the oldest Epis- 
copal parish has of late extended its 
activities many miles beyond the point 





where, in 1855, the Corporation, in 
spite of its rather dubious finances, 
determined to build a new chapel in 
order to hold the allegiance of the 
many families whom the northward 
trend of fashion had taken out of the 
neighborhoods of the old church and 
its downtown chapels, St. Paul's, St. 
John’s, and St. Luke’s. For many 
years Trinity Chapel was a centre of 
parish activities and a factor in the 
development of social New York. It 
was distinctly fashionable to be mar- 
ried there, it was eminently respecta- 
ble to be buried from there. It was 
renowned for the eloquence of its 
preaching and of its 
music. But it has long survived its 
usefulness. The neighborhood, in 
which the eight lots it has occupied 
were purchased in 1855 for something 
less than $30,000, has long been given 
over to business, and in spite of the 
fact that the chapel’s architect was the 
famous RIcHARD UPJOHN, who rebuilt 
Trinity, in 1839, it has never been re- 
garded as a landmark. As a matter 
of fact, UPJOHN limited 
funds and he probably never thought

If Mr. ZANGWILL were 
better read in Men-

Also, it 
would have more chance of fulfillment. 

He is quoted as expressing the belief 
that we are to evolve a new race, com- 
bining the characteristics of the people 
who have come here from all parts of 
the world. This expectation he founds 
on the assumption that the United States 
has been populated, not like other coun- 
tries, by successive waves of immigra- 
tion, but by what he rather unkindly 
ealls ‘‘a hodge-podge of simultaneous 
hordes.’’ Perhaps our immigration has 
been, especially in recent years, of a 
more diversified sort than that which 
determined the dominant qualities of the 
great majority in other lands. Our addi- 
tions, however, have been, and still are, 
appreciably wavelike, first one nation 
sending its excess population and then 
another. 

But whether in waves or a hodge- 
podge of hordes, anthropologists nowa- 
days know that the result will not be a 
mixing of the sort suggested by Mr. 
ZANGWILL’s metaphor of the melting pot. 
Instead, MENDEL’s laws will take care to 
keep the several ‘‘ characters ’’ separate, 
or ‘‘ segregated,’’ as the Austrian’s fol- 
lowers call it, and then environment— 
climatic, social, and economic conditions 
—will slowly, but ruthlessly and stead- 
ily, weed out the types that are unfit 
for survival here. Hybrids are not per- 
manent, even when fertile, and their 
original elements reappear until some of 
them, owing to their unadaptability and 
consequent greater death rate, are ex- 
terminated. 

Already there is much available evi- 
dence tending to show that our blonde 
strains can be kept up only by constant 
renewal from Northern Europe, and that 
the darker races alone are really at 
home under our clear skies and, in Sum- 
mer, more than tropic sun. The chem- 
ical fusion which Mr. ZANGWILL foresees 
as following the present mechanical mix- 
ture will never come. That the Amer- 
ican of the remote future will have the 
color of the red Indian is not probable, 
but there is every reason for expecting 
him to approximate it more or less near- 
ly. Whether this prospect is pleasing 
or unpleasing depends a good deal on 
the complexion one happens to be wear- 
ing. Whether he likes it or not is imma- 
terial, as regards the progress of events.

Quite the most in- 
teresting section of 
a bill now before 
the Legislature to 
diminish the use of 
habit-forming drugs by restricting their 
distribution more severely is one which 
deprives of his right to practice any 
doctor who is himself addicted to any 
one of the more dangerous and enslaving 
narcotics. 

Just how many physicians would lose 
their licenses under such a law is not 
known, but according to rumors long 
current in as well as out of medical cir- 
cles their number is considerable, and it 
is increasing at. least as fast among 
them as in the general population. Ob- 
vious as it is that this constitutes a 
public peril, there is difficulty in seeing 
how a statute of the sort proposed can 
be enforced. 

The drug-taking doctor will have to be 
convicted before he can be disqualified, 
and of something more, too, than the 
occasional administration to himself of a 
** medicine ’’ which in his almost limit- 
less discretion he considers expedient or 
needful. The symptoms of addiction to 
narcotics, though plain enough to the 
experienced eye when the “ habit’’ is 
carried to excess, or even is firmly es- 
tablished, are not noticeable in the 
milder cases, and in all of them the evi- 
dence would have to come almost wholly 
from the members of a profession one of 
the first principles of whose “ code ”’ is 
always to protect each other from lay 
criticism and interference. 

Theoretically, the protection must be 
conscientious, and with due regard to 
public interests, but practically it is al- 
most without limits. Between the so- 
called ‘‘ schools,’’ indeed, the antago- 
nism often rises to open war and denun- 
ciation, yet even this would rarely lead 
to the willing giving of testimony as to 
habitual narcosis. The chief advocate of 
the bill, however, is if a doctor,

and he considers the provision as to his 
colleagues a very important part of it. 

The situation is complicated by the 
fact that all of these drugs, including 
those that are the very worst when 
wrongly taken, are among the most val- 
uable of medicines, with many entirely 
legitimate uses. With such uses the pos- 
sibility of misuse cannot be allowed to 
interfere.

deal easier for the col- 
lege President to sit back in his cush- 
foned chair and figure out how little 
a college student can get through col- 
lege on than it is for the college stu- 
dent to sit humped over a table on a 
straight backed chair in his little nar- 
row room and figure out how he can 
possibly get through on the little that 
he has. 

If board, tuition, room rent, laundry, 
and clothes were all that were nec- 
essary as is indicated by the college 
Presidents then they would be correct 
in criticising the boy who spends more 
than $700 per year, but that is not true, 
and every one who goes to college 
knows that there are hundreds of things 
that are just as much a part of 
lege life as the course itself is, having 
official sanction, which are not men- 
tioned in the estimate for expenses. I 
will only mention a few of the things 
here that every college man will rec- 
ognize as vital part of college life: 
Literary societies, college papers, clubs 
of various kinds, oratorical contests, de- 
bating contests, college annuals, pic- 
tures for annuals, class pictures, so- 
ciety pictures, tennis, baseball, foot- 
ball, basket ball, soccer, track, and 
other athletics, teas, &c. Now these 
things have to be supported by the stu- 
dent body, and it takes money to do it. 
These are some of the things that the 
President never thinks about in mak- 
ing an estimate for expenses, but he 
knows that they are a part of college 
life, and that if college life were robbed 
of these diversions it would not be 
worth the having. But these are not 
all. The college student has to go to 
the shows, to pay pew rent—if he goes 
to church—buy his cigars, stationery, 
and other little incidentals, just the 
same as any other human being in 
normal health. My critics may say that 
these are not necessary, and I will 
grant that freely, but you take them out 
of college life and you have little left. 
Take these out of college and you have 
perfume which has lost all of its odor, 
food that has lost its taste, if such a 
thing could be imagined. 

I think the great trouble in passing 
a judgment on us as college students 
is that the average person forgets that 
we are still human beings, but thinks 
of us more as machines with absolutely 
no other functign than to grind. To 
do this grinding they figure that it 
ought to take just so many foot pounds 
of energy, (measured in dollars,) and 
when it takes more they begin to lay 
the blame to the machine. That would 
be perfectly correct if college men were 
machines, but it happens that they are 
merely representatives from the public 
at large, and no different in their tastes 
and habits. It may be true that there 
is too much extravagant living in the 
world, but college men do not do more 
than their share of it, and many have a 
good reason for not even that much— 
they can't get the price. If you would 
condemn us for luxurious living follow 
the old maxim: ‘* Let him that is with- 
out sin first cast a stone.’’

American Girl Students in Paris 
Are in Little Danger. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A ten years’ residence in Paris, dur- 
ing which my family has been closely 
identified with the student life there, | 
has naturally given me an interest in 
the discussion now going on in regard 
to the dangers which beset a girl stu- 
dent abroad. 

Of course, there is always a risk in 
leaving a girl entirely alone in a city, 
but it seems to me that a girl has| 
rather less than more temptations in| 
Paris than itn either New York or Chi- 
cago. In the first place, she has a 
thousand opportunities in America to 
one abroad of meeting attractive, some- 
times wealthy men, who, besides being 
very pleasant companions, can give her 
many pleasures—-opportunities of hear- 
ing good music, seeing interesting plays 
and eating good dinners. Affairs of 
this sort, if they do no harm, seriously 
interfere with her work and create a 
longing for luxury and pretty clothes, 
which is very dangerous. In Paris, she} 
would have almost no such opportunity. | 
The few American students she meets| 
among the male sex are, for the most 
part, hard-working, serious young fel- 
lows, and invariably poor. At first, her 
very ignorance of the language would 
preclude any such acquaintance among 
the Frenchmen. What is more import- 
ant, as the French neither understand | 
the gentle art of flirtation hor Platonic | 
friendship between the sexes, they draw 
a very decided line between nice girls 
and the other sort. A girl, no matter 
how inexperienced, would learn her mis- 
take at the very outset if she should | 
embark on any such enterprise; and 
she would have to be deliberately bold | 
and in search of adventure to | 
trive it.

live. In these quarters, also, there is 
to be found a most delightful colony of 
Americans, where the fact that they} 
are cut off from home ties binds them 
together very closely. They take a 
reat interest In the American girls| 
working in Paris, and no serious, hard-| 
working girl need lack friends and ad- 
visers. The homes of many of these 
Americans frequently thrown open 
to the students. They are entertained, 
helped by advice and sympathy—and 
frequently by gifts of money and 
clothes, needed lessons, concert tickets, 
&c. Then there is the Girls’ Club in the 
Latin Quarter, founded by Mrs. White- 
law Reid, a charming, inexpensive home 
for girls; also, the Students’ Hostel, one 
of the fine old residences on Boulevard 
St. Michel, which has been modernized, 
has steam heating, a smal! hospital 
with trained nurse in constant atten- 
tion, free consultation, free tea rooms, 
and inexpensive classes in French and 
other courses; and Trinity Lodge, a 
place of somewhat the same sort; be- 
sides the Sunday night student meet- 
ings under Shurtleff, to which many of 
the most gifted and popular musicians 
freely give their services, so that every 
Sunday night the student may listen to 
an excellent concert, a helpful talk from 
Dr. Shurtleff, and join in the singing of 
hymns. This place is always crowded. 

We have known many hundreds of 
pupils in Paris. They are a brave, in- 
dependent set of girls, as a rule, and 
only a few of those we have known)! 
have returned to America the worse for 
their experience. They are scattered 
all over our country teaching in col- 
leges and cities; some are in the concert 
field and a few in opera. It is in the 
last step that the danger lies—not for 
her who has the great talent, to whom 
the doors are thrown open, but for her 
who must sing in opera or die unhappy, 
and whose talent not greater than 
that of many others. The need of 
pretty clothes, costumes and wigs, of 
numerous coaching lessons with expen- 
sive and influential chefs d’orchestre, 
and acting lessons with stage directors, 
the desire to buy a début perhaps or to 
pay some impresario to secure one in 
some little time—these things call for 
money, and, if the girl is attractive, 
the temptations are great.

POLICE DISMISSALS. 


“ Administrative Court’? Suggested 
to Try Cases of Discipline. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue you protest editorial- 
ly about changing the laws with respect 
to the Police Department in order to 
secure the eminent services of Col. 
Goethals. You admit that it would be 
in the interest of discipline to give the 
Commissioner wide disciplinary power, 
but point out the danger that might en- 
sue from such power dishonestly, arbi- 
trarily, or even unwisely exercised. Be- 
tween the present practice that paralyzes 
the executive (and does not prevent arbi- 
trary action) and that which you fear 
might ensue from uncontrolled and un- 
regulated authority there is a middle 
ground that has not been attempted. 

To-day the aggrieved policeman or in 
fact any discharged civil servant (with- 
in the classified service) may appeal to 
the courts, and then in a leisurely way 
bring his case to trial and go through 
the various tribunals all the way to the 
Court of Appeals, with the result that, if 
successful, he is restored with the pleas- 
ant solace for him of considerable back 
pay and the unpleasant one for the head 
of department of reflection upon the 
mentality or motives of the superior of- 
ficer. In fact, as civil service cases are 
taken upon contingent fees, the longer 
the delay the larger the compensation. 

I would suggest three remedies for 
consideration : 


Prohibit review where the relator has re- 
tained counsel on contingent fees. This 
would not be absolutely unprecedented, for 
the present tariff law has taken in hand 
the matter of contingent fees in suits to 
recover duties paid under protest. 

If the Supreme Court is still to have the 
power of review of dismissals from the 
public service, let the right to appeal be 
cut off. Appeal is no constitutional right. 

3ut finally let there be established an 
Administrative Court to try all disciplinary 
matters where dismissal is sought, and 
make the decision of the court final. Such 
a tribunal, consisting of a lawyer and the 
trial officer of the department of which 
the accused is a member, could be counted 
on to do justice in a way that would be to 
the interest of discipline in the department 
and fair to the civil servant. It requires 
no constitutional amendment to create such 
a court.

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SHOW OF AMERICAN COINS. 


Striking Array of Money of the 
Colonies and the Nation. 
Upward of 5,000 coins of the United 
States and the American Colonies are 
now on exhibition in the building of 
the American Numismatic Society, 
Broadway and 156th Street. The ex- 


hibition will be continued from 11 A, M. 


to 6 P. M. until Feb. 18. 

it is the most complete collection of 
the kind that has ever been shown. It 
is the first occasion in the history of 
numismatics that an attempt has been 
nmmade to illustrate so fully the coinage 
of this country from the earliest time 
to the present day. 

The Colonial coins are shown on the 
main floor of the society’s building. 
The earliest of them are the issues 
about the year 1616, of the Sommer 
Islands, now the Bermudas. There are 
two ‘‘ Hog shillings,” a sixpente and 
a twopence. These rarittes”are from 
the collection of H. O. Granberg of Osh- 
kosh, Wis. While this colony never 
became part of the United States 
these coins are usually included in the 
Colonial series. 

Another rarity is the so-called ‘“‘ Good 
Samaritan shilling” of Massachusetts, 
struck about the year 1652. This is in 
the collection of Hillyer Ryder of 
Carmel, N. Y. James W. Ellsworth of 
this city shows the only known set in 
silver of the ‘Nova Constellatio” of | 
1783, the first pattern piece for money 
in the United States. 

One of the most attractive features is 
the exhibit of pioneer gold pleces by 
Charles Gregory of this city, Mr. Gran- 
erg of Oshkosh, and others. Among 
them are no less than fifteen different 
examples of the $50 slugs. There are 
also specimens of the coinage of gold | 
i on _ by individuals at various 
times in Georgia, North and South 
Carolina, Oregon, and Colorado, in 
some cases with State authority, and 
n other cases with no authority at all. 
Edward B. Morgan of Denver shows | 
a collection of assay pieces in copper

Edgar H. Adams of Brooklyn has a 
fine specimen of the extremely rare half 
silver dollar of the Confederacy.

WANTS A U. S. ARMOR PLANT

Admiral Strauss Says It Would Cut 
Prices $154 a Ton. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph Strauss to-day, in his tes- 
timony before the House Naval Com- 
mittee, put himself on record strongly 
in favor of a Government-built, Gov- 
ernment-owned armor-plate manufac- 
turing plant. He did so because he 
thought this would enable the Govegn- 
ment to obtain its armor more cheaply 
and to control the price of such plate 
as might hereafter be bought from pri- 
vate manufacturers. 

According to Admiral 
Government would save from 3%} to 40 
per cent, in the cost of naval armor 
by manufacturing the product itself. 
The Admiral is chief of the Naval Bu- 
reau_ of Ordnance and discussed the 
question as an expert. 

He said that estimates prepared for 
the department indicated that a plant 
which would turn out 30,000 tons of 
armor annually would cost $11,000,000; 
that a 10,000-ton plant would cost about 
$8,000,000, and a 6,000-ton plant about 
$6,000,000. Admiral Strauss thougnt 
that the Government in any one of 
these plants would be able to make its 
armor plate for about $276 a ton, It is 
now paying $430 a ton.

BILL GUARANTEES DEPOSITS 


Sub-Committee Drafting Measure 
for Introduction in Two Weeks.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The pro- 
posal for 2 Federal guarantee of bank 
deposits, which was inserted in the 
Federal reserve banking law by the 
Senate and eliminited in conference, is 
to be revived soon in accordance with 
the understanding reached by the con- 


ferees that the plan should be consid- 
ered as a separate measure in this Con- 
gress. 

A joint sub-committee, eomposed of 
members of the Senate and House 
Banking and Currency Committees, is 
now at work drafting a bill to guar- 
antee depositors against loss in the new 
banking system. They expect to have 
the bill ready for introduction within 
two weeks.

Artist Does Not Give an Actual Rep- 
resentation of His Subject, but 
a Poetical Suggestion. 


An exhibition of Chinese paintings 
was opened yesterday in the Special 
Exhibitions Gallery of the Metropolitan 
Art Museum, with a private view to 
members, followed at 4:15 o’clock by an 
illustrated lecture on Chinese painting 
by Dr. John C. Ferguson of Peking. 

The paintings are in the form of 
scrolls and hangings, the latter most 
familiar to Americans under the Jap- 
anese word kakemonos. Dr. Ferguson 
The 
scrolls extend from right to left and are 
kept in rolls. Some of the scrolls 
shown on the walls were in interesting 
scroll cases made by a modern car- 
penter from Dr. Ferguson's description. 
He had found this in an old work of 
artistry, and those shown in the Mu- 
seum are probably, he said, the first 
cases of the kind made in several hun- 
dred years. 

The Museum has a collection of about 
200 of these paintings, two-thirds of the 
collection acquired by purchase through 
Dr. Ferguson, who spent twenty-seven 
years in China, and the others present- 
ed by him to the Museum. Only @ 
few representative ones are to be seen 
in this present exhibition. The exhibl- 
tion is said to be the most noteworthy 
ever seen in this country, every example 
one of exceptional worth by the artist. 
There are some smaller pieces original- 
ly collected in albums and later used 
for fans, and a few old Chinese silk 
tapestries, ‘‘ Kossu,” which most

The quality of these is shown in thg 
dyeing of the threads and the smooth- 
ness of the finished product. There are 
designs as in the painting, the sik @ 
threads clipped and others woven in ag 
the different colors are required. 

The Chinese use a mineral medium in 
the form of Chinese ink for their paint~ 
ing. The oil paints of other nations 
they consider having too much body 
and inartistic. Their work is not an 
actual representaticn but a poetical 
Suggestion. A Winter scene shows leaf- 


less trees and birds of the Winter sea- 
son. One must understand nature to 
appreciate the suggestions as they are 
siven by the artist. In a Summer scene 
a& Man Sitting beneath a tree has the 
front of his robe thrown open, a ser- 
vant stands near with a fan, and there 
is tea upon a nearby table. There is 
no action, everything is suggested. A 
mountain scene represents the high, pe- 
culiarly shaped mountains of Northern 
China formed by a sand-like quality of 
: loess. One of the poetical names of 
@ painting is “‘ Waiting for the Dew.” 
One of the more realistic paintings 
shows one of the periods of life in 
C hina when the people devoted them- 
selves largely to festivities. Two Princes 
returning from a banquet on horseback 
—one is asleep, and the other, unable to 
retain his equilibrium, is supported 
with difficulty by his retainers 
A scroll of attractive coloring shows 
many women, each with a fan at the 
time when fans were first introduced. 
It was from this scroll that Doucet, 
the French artist of gowns, obtained 
models for present-day European and 
Amerie women’s frocks. The Chinese

Some of the scrolls are as much as 
fifty feet long. They are never used 
for decorative purposes. They are care- 
fully rolled and the strap which encir- 
cles them is fastened with 4 little. 
quaintly fashioned piece of jade, a 
pieh-tsu. The end of the roll is of 
jade in green, yellow, or white, finely 
carved. The paper upon which the 
scroll is mounted is of further Moment 
and the five-toed dragon on one shows 
it to have been made for the palace.

Chinese musical instrument, but called 
a “war” drum, from its maker, a fa- 
mous warrior as well as artificer, Chu 
Ko-liang. : 


IN THE ART GALLERIES. 


Barbizon Examples at Merwin’s— 
Old Masters at Anderson’s. 


At the Merwin Galleries is a collectiorg 
of paintings by American and foreign 
artists, belonging to the estate of the late 
Charles Henry Ward, with selections 
from other private consignments. There 
is a number of Barbizon examples, one 


a study of a bull running, by Constany 
tine Troyon, which has an immense 


amount of vigor, !f a somewhat scanty 
allowance of anatomical detail. The im- 
pression is that of swift motion in which 
detailed appearances are necessarily 
fused. One of the most interesting feat- 
ures of the collection is a portrait of 
Mrs. J. Greene by John Singleton Cop- 
ley. It is dated 1769, five years before 
the artist settled in London and lost the 
most distinguished characteristics of his 
early style. The figure is seen to just 
below the knees, the dress is ehiigin, 
with dignified folds, and the featured 
are drawn with the dry sincerity of Cop- 
ley’s American period. The background 
represents a conventional landscape. 
There are also paintings by Kensett, 
Sully, Eastman Johnson, George H. 
Smillie, and other Americans of the 
older generations.

At the Anderson Galleries is a collec-

sorbed by the blood and which kills 
many patients. I cannot tell, nobody 
can tell, for four or five years just what 
the result will be.’’ 

Dr. Campbell said two out of five of 
the cases he treated ended fatally. He 
added all were cases where the disease 
would have resulted in death in a few 
months without treatment. 

‘I simply feel,” he said, ‘‘ that I’ve 
just shoved those patients over a little 
bit quicker.”’ 

Dr. Campbell added that at the pres- 
ent price of radium the cost to patients 
ought not to be prohibitive. 

“T can treat patients at 4 cents per 
milligram of radium per hour on an 
investment of $3,000, and double my 
money in a year,’ he declared.

SCHOENBERG’S QUARTET. 


Flonzaley Players Give First Hearing 
of a Revolutionary German’s Work. 


The Flonzaley Quartet made their | 
sceond concert of this season notable 
by the production for the first time 
publicly in New York of Arnold re 
berg’s string quartét in D minor, Op. 7. 
This performance, which took place last 
evening in Aeolian Hall, may properly 
be considered notable, whatever may be 
thought of the merits of the composi- | 
tion itself. It is a work of enormous 
length and difficulty; its preparation 
has occupied the players for a long 
time. They put into it not only their 
great accomplishments and highly fin- 
ished skill, but also much anxious 
thought and intellectual study. They 
gave it genuine devotion and 
enthusiasm. They clearly believe in it 
themselves, and they played it with the | 

* s * | 
earnest purpose of making their listen- | 
ers believe in it. 

To prepare their listeners for a better 
comprehension of it, they had offered 
a preliminary hearing to such of their} 
subscribers as cared to take advantage 
of it four weeks ago, at the! 
Court Theatre, where Mr. Kurt Schind- | 
ler also delivered an explanatory and 
analytica: address. This address has 
since been printed as a pamphlet, with | 
an enunciation in musical notation of | 
the principal themes of the quartet. 

Music becomes a pretty serious prob- 
lem when a string quartet needs such 
preparation. But Arnold Schénberg} 
and’ his music have already occupied 
so much attention and created so much | 
controversy abroad, that it was high 
time some of it should be~ heard in 
New York. Hitherto, ontry a couple of 
quite innnocent songs of his have been} 
heard here, about whicn no controversy | 
at all was possible. dis live smail 
pieces for orchestra, which gave rise | 
to ‘‘ sensational outbreaks of temper, 
as Mr. Schindler calls them, among the 
public and critics of London, caused 
similar eruptions not long ago in ¢ hi- | 
cago—and Anglo-Saxon musical audi-| 
ences are not much given to making | 
such demonstrations about music they | 
do not care for. 

It is perhaps not 
more than who Schénberg 
he is doing. Mr. James : 
a year ago devoted a page article in 
THE SunpDAy TiMeEs to the man and 
his work. He is 39 years old, a Vien-| 
nese by birth, and has already equalled | 
Beethoven in one respect, in that he is} 
now writing in his ‘third style. It} 
is this “third style’’ that causing 
so much trouble in the musical world 
Schinberg worked in poverty, piling | 
up ‘silent scores,’ bewildering scores, | 
till now he has gained the ear and the 
attention of the musical world, and is 
the subject of violent controversy, dis- 
cussed as a chief revolutionist, the 
most forward of the innovators. 

The string quartet heard last evening 
belongs only to his ‘‘ second style,”’ and | 
is not really matter to cause serious 
disturbance or riot.

Invitations Will Be Sent to 
Those Fans Desired at 
Tourists’ Homecoming. 


The National and American League 
committees which will have charge of 
the homecoming celebration for the 
Giants-White Sox world touring party 
on March 6, have decided to give the 
ball players a dinner on March 7 which 
they will nevér forget. It will be a, 
subscription repast and will cost $10 a 
plate. The committee will issue a lim- 
ited number of invitations for the din- 
ner to be given at the Hotel Biltmore. 
Be in your seat at 6:30 o'clock for the 
first course. 


The dinner is going to be an elaborate 
affair. Nobody will come away hun- 
gry. There will be ten courses at only 
$1 a course. No one will be allowed, 
however, to take less than the full ten. 
There will be no extra charge for bread 
and butter. On the day following the 
dinner the baseball players will part 
company and go South to the different 
training camps, where they will spend 
a few weeks in recovering from the 
effects of the dinner.

PAUL POIRET IN 


A CUSTOMS DISPUTE 


Gown Designer 
Lot of Silk Cushions 
from Paris. 


INVOICE PRICE TOO LOW 


General Appralsers Affirm Higher 


Valuation Made by the 
Examiner. 


Paul Polret, the Paris gown designer, 
is revealed in a decision just made by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers, in the new role of an im- 
porter of silk cushions. M. Poiret’s 
initial attempt to open up a market in 
this country for this line of goods has 
resulted in a dispute with the Customs 


authorities here, the outcome of which 
is that the designer is called on to pay 
duties of 30 per cent. ad valorem above 
the invoiced or entered values, be- 
sides penalties aggregating 30 per cent., 
making a total of 60 per cent. 

When Poiret made his last trip to this 
country about two months ago, he 
brought along a lot of silk cushions 
which he eventually disposed of to a 
New York dealer for retail sale. The 
articles were not brought over in the 
ees baggage, but were entered 
hrough the Custom House as ordinary 
merchandise. The goods were sent to 
the Appraiser’s Stores for examination 
and appraisal. While the invoices 
showed the cushions to have a foreign 
market value ranging from $12 to $40 
each, the Examiner reported to Ap- 
praiser Higgins that the prices were 
nearly 50 per cent. below correct Paris 
quotations for similar goods. 

The Appraiser returned the cushions 
at the valuations found by the Examin- 
er, and Collector Malone demanded duty 
on the higher price basis. This was 
paid by Poiret under protest and an ap- 
peal taken to the Board of General Ap- 

raisers for a reappraisement. Judge 

Iowell, acting as single General Ap- 
pratecs, affirms the Appraiser’s action 
n adding to the invoice values, to the 
extent of 30 per cent ad valorem. This 
action was taken after M. Poiret had 
appeared before the General Appraiser 
and testified about his manner of valu- 
ing the cushions. He said the articles 
were the product of a Paris factory in 
which he has an interest and insisted 
that the foreign prices placed on the 
goods were correct to the best of his 
knowledge. He asked that the en- 
tered values be allowed to stand for 
duty purposes. 

The representatives of the Apprais- 
er’s office, however, were on hand 
with testimony to the effect that the im- 
porters values were far below regular 
aris export prices for similar goods, 
and justified the advances made here. 
It is understood that an — will be 
made to a board of three General Ap- 
raisers, to review Judge Howell's find- 
ngs. The decision of the board of 
three, if made, will be final. The 
cushions were assessed at the rate of 60 
per cent. ad valorem as silk embroid- 
eries since they contained fancy designs. 
The Customs officials declined to give 
the total invoiced value of the cushions,

on the ground that the rules of the 
Treasury Department relating to reap- 
praisement forbade it.

.NEW DUCK FOR TENTS. 


Army Specifications Not Relished 
by the Manufacturers. 


Local selling agents for mills manu- 
facturing heavy cotton duck are not at 
all pleased with the specifications con- 
tained in the latest request of the Gov- 
for bids on tentings for the 
use of the army. These bids, which will 
be opened in Philadelphia on Feb. 28, 
ask among other things that the manu- 
facturers submit samples of goods made 


up from Sea Island and Egyptian cot- 
ton, as well as from the ordinary Amer- 
ican fibre. From all accounts these 
specifications contained requests for 
Sea Island and Egyptian cotton stock 
for the first time. 

The Government's idea in asking for 
these samples, it was said yesterday, 
was evidently to find the best possible 
fabric with which to house the Ameri- 
e soldier in the field. Much doubt 
ws expressed, however, as to whether 
the Government would gain anything 
by its request. The contention was ad- 
vanced here that the present fabrics 
used by the Government were about the 
best that could be had, and it was 
pointed out that tents of American cot- 
ton were put out of service much more 
quickly by mildew and dirt than by the 
holes torn in them. This it was con- 
tended, was more a matter of chemical 
action in the dyeing process than of 
any defect in weaving or tensile 
Strength. -In fact, under the present 
system of tests, it was said that it was 
practically impossible for a mill to get 
a defective fabric in the gray past the 
mmapectors. 

While there seemed to be an inclina- 
tion to make up the samples us request- 
ed by the Government, the selling 
agents in question were firm in .their 
views that nothing would come of it. 
It was asserted that the higher cost of 
Sea Island and Egyptian cotton would 
necessarily make the Government pay 
more for its duck, and that the goods 
rejected by the Federal Inspectors 
would be marketable only at a sharp 
loss to the producers. Hitherto, the 
Government has ordered a kind of duck 
that, when found defective, could be 
disposed of commercially without 
serious embarrassment to the mills. 

Another change in the specifications was 
the addition of .2 of an ounce to the 
weight standard per yard. This brings the 
standard up to 12.6 ounces, 


BUTTER COMES 12,000 MILES 


New Zealand Product Soon to be 
Placed on the Market. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 26,—Butter that has 
traveled 12,000 miles from New Zealand 
soon will be placed on sale in Chicago 
and other sections of the United States. 

A Chicago produce firm announced to- 
day that it has signed a contract for 
3,000 pounds of butter to be shipped 
this year. Reduction of the tariff on 
butter from five to two and a half cents 
a pound, is said to have enabled mer- 
chants to profit on importations. 

Part of the shipments will be received 
by the way of the Pacific coast, and 
others by the way of DB.

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A TEXAS OPTIMIST. 


He Objects to the Hard-Luck Story 
and Gives Reasons. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The writer noted your “ hard-luck 
story "’ concerning Texas, and wishes to 
demur. The poor business reported by 
traveling salesmen is nothing but ex- 
cuses from a poor salesman who sends 
in weather reports instead of orders. 

The Mexican situation is causing no 
trouble with business in any quarter in 
Texas. The truth of the matter is that 
there has been no Mexican business for 
five years—worth having. 

As for warm weather—there is no 
more damage to business by warm 
weather in Texas than in any other 


State in the Union. In fact, there has 
been less—as we had cool weather ear- 
ly. As for that causing men to keep 
out of the market this season—it cannot 
be so, because we certainly had warm 
weather last Summer, We cannot sell 
Winter goods in the Summer; and I 
predict more will be here than before. 

As for the floods in Southwest Texas— 
we always have floods. The streams are 
dry the greater part of the year, and 
they fill up in twenty-four hours, caus- 
ing floods. They begin to recede im- 
mediately. None of them ever last long 
enough to talk about, 

The only thing he is right about in his 
weather report is that the soil is wet so 
far down that we should have bumper 
crops in 1914. The heavy rainfall has 
caused wells to flow and springs to 
bubble that have not flowed in twenty- 
five years. 

do not see any trouble ahead for 
1914—nothing but prosperity. However, 
we happen to be blessed with bugs that 
no other part of the world has. Why 
does he not say something about the 
boll-weevil in the cotton? That made 
Texas. It made her diversify her crops.

Stocks Again Strong; Dealings 
Are on a Smaller Scale— 
More Gold Taken. 


Trading on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday was on a smaller scale than on 
any day since the early part of last 
week, but prices turned upward again, 
} and on the average regained practically 
j all of the moderate loss which occurred 
}on Saturday. This resumed forward | 
; movement bore 
hold which the more optimistic senti- 
ment of recent weeks has taken upon 
| the mind of the public. That sentiment 
has been based not only on improve- 
ment in financial affairs strictly speak- 
ing, but also on the tangible signs lately 
afforded of coming expansion in gen- 
eral business. The vigor of the for- 
ward movement which has occurred in 
stocks supplies one measure of the con- 
fidence with which an upturn in trade 
has been anticipated. 

Some evidences was afforded yesterday 
that the renewed advance in prices was 
closely associated with belief in a sub- 
stantial growth in trade at large. 
Among the more active stocks United 
States Steel was the one which showed 
the largest net gain for the day. That 
movement followed the news of in- 
creased orders placed with the Pitts- 
burg mills, and an optimistic forecast 
of the outlook by an officer of one of 
the chief subsidiaries of the United 
States Steel Corporation. The expecta- 
tion held in that quarter that the steel 
mills will return to practically full 
operation within the next ninety days 
holds forth a promise somewhat greater 
than that which most are at this time 
disposed to rely upon, but the orders 
now coming to hand in themselves sup- 
ply tangible evidence that conditions 
are already improving materially. 

Apart from the steel trade news there 
was little fresh information with which 
the stock market was called to deal yes- 
terday. The situation in the money mar- 
ket was a counterpart of that of the 
closing days of last week. So great is 
present ease that the money market 
here continues indifferent to the French 
demand for gold. Another $2,000,000 
was engaged yesterday for shipment to 
Paris, bringing the total outflow to that 
quarter so far this month up to $6,000,- 
000. The weekly statement of the Bank 
of Germany showed further recupera- 
tion, the week's gain in gold amounting 
to more than $7,000,000. The inquiry 
for bonds still covered a broad field, al- 
though trading was in diminished vol- 
ume. The foreign markets were irregu- 
lar, although at London the present 
favorable position of the capital mar- 
ket was reflected in the oversubscrip- 
tion of the new issues offered during 
the day. Here at home further progress 
was made in negotiations looking to 
fresh security issues, a number of 
which are now in preparation.

banks in New York City, as shown by 
the reports made by the banks in re- 
sponse to the Jan. 18 call by the Con- 
troller, amount to $166,966,100. This is a 
decrease of $12,519,500 compared with 
Oct. 21, and a decrease of $22,477,500 
compared with Feb. 4 last year. The 
recent large purchases of commercial 
paper by national banks in this city, 
taken in conjunction with these security 
holdings figures, suggest that that form 
of use for banak funds has lately been 
favored over purchases of long-time in- 
vestments. Some connect this tendency 
with the coming establishment of the 
new Federal reserve bank system. One 
of the great advantages which the new 
system is designed to afford is to make 
the banks’ holdings of commercial paper 
a much more liquid asset than they have 
been in the past. 


To Rescue Boston & Maine. 


President McDonald of the Boston & 
Maine announces that more than three- 
quarters of the holders of that com- 
pany’s $10,000,000 of notes which fall 
due a week from to-day have assented 
to an extension to June 2, 1914, and he 
is making an urgent appeal for the other 
holders to accept the extension. Until 
a few weeks ago it seemed likely that 
the Boston & Maine, having failed in its 
plan for selling its interest in Malne 
Central, would be unable to finance its 
February maturities, but the early suc- 
cess of the appeals for the deposit of the 
bonds now leads bankers to hope that 
the immediate necessities may be tided 
over.

Steel Quarterly Statement. 

The actual state of depression in the 
steel trade during the closing months 
of last year will be made known this 
afternoon when the Steel Corporation's 
earnings in the final quarter of 1915 
are announced. The Street has decided 
that December will make a particularly 
poor showing, with the other months 
falling substantially behind the income 
of corresponding months in 1912, but 
the future has begun recently to take 
on so promising an appearance that few 
references to the forthcoming state- 
ment have been heard, even in bearish 
quarters. As the slump of buying did 
not give any important demonstration 
through the decline of mill operation 
until November, it is expected that the 
first month of the quarter will com- 
pare much better than the others with 
the same period in the preceding year. 
A conservative estimate sets the prob- 
able October net revenue at $11,500,000, 
against $12,485,412 in October, 1912. The 
results of November operations are 
figured at $7,000,000, against $11,120,749, 
and December is given in preliminary 
estimates at no more than $5,000,000, in 
contrast with $11,579,396. If the quarter 
really does not produce more than 
$23,500,000 it will show a decrease of 
nearly $15,000,000 from the record of 
the quarter immediately preceding it, 
but the year’s aggregate income will 
nevertheless overshadow that of the 
preceding year with a total in excess 
of $137,000,000 against something more 
than $108,000,000 in 1912.

An Interrupted Deal. 





It has developed in the course of the 
investigation into the affairs of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco system that the 
Yoakum roads were almost saved last 
May, a few weeks before the maturity 
of their notes, by negotiations for the

Hastern Illinois to the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul. Had these negotia-

Few of the com- 
panies have as many workers on the 
payroll as they did before the trouble 
began last Summer, and efficiency of 
operation has not yet become what is 
needed to produce ore on a large scale, 
but reports from the field as received 
at offices in this city indicate that 
steady progress is being made.

NEW TARIFF MAKES WORK.

The Bureau for the Analysis of Textile 
Fabrics, connected with the office of F. 


A. Higgins, Appraiser of the Port, had/| 


a busy year during 1913, according to 
figures compiled by the Appraiser and 
given out yesterday. It appears that 
the bureau received 6,685 
samples for analysis compared with 5,228 
the previous calendar year, the gain be- 
ing 1,457, or 27 per cent. 

The new tariff has already increased 
the work of the bureau, inasmuch as the 
structures of many fabrics have been 
modified to meet the various changes 
in rates. As new fabrics for the sev- 
eral seasons reach here it is expected 
that the bureau will be pushed to the 
limit of its capacity in the testing of the 
components of imported goods. The ac- 
tivities of the bureau cover the analyses 
of samples of textiles and related mer- 
chandise received from examiners at 
this and outside ports as well as from

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TRYING TO HELP 
RXPORT TRADE 


A Good Chance for American 
Cottons on the African 
Continent. 


WHAT GOODS ARE NEEDED 


Mr. Odell Is Telling Merchants and 
Manufacturers the Results of 
an Extended Trip. 


Ralph M. Odell, commercial agent of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, who has been sent to this city 
to give cotton goods manufacturers and 
exporters information at first hand re- 
garding the possibilities of extending 
American trade in the markets of the 
Red Sea district, the east coast of Africa 
and South Africa, put in a busy day yes- 
terday in the bureau's branch office in 
the Custom House. 

Mr. Odell returned recently from a 
fifteen months’ tour of the Red Sea and 
African markets, and brought back with 
him many samples of the goods sold in 
these markets, as well as data concern- 
ing the requirements in particular sec- 
tions, prices, and other details of inter- 
est to exporters desirous of pushing 
trade in the districts covered by the 
agent’s observations. Mr. Odell comes 
to New York after spending three weeks 
in the South, where he addressed com- 
mercial gatherings and cotton manufact- 
urers’ organizations. Next week a tour 
of the New England cotton mill districts 
will be made. 

‘*IT want to emphasize as strongly as 
I can,’’ Mr. Odell said yesterday, ‘* the 
desire of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce to be an instrument in 
the hands of American cotton fabric 
manufacturers and exporters in the up- 
building of a larger export business in 
the sections I visited. I have with me 
over 1,000 samples of the kinds of goods 
sold and used in these districts, and all 
interested are cordially invited to come 
down to the Custom House this week 
and see for themselves the character 
of the goods. At the conclusion of my 
trip to New England, these samples 
numbered and classified as you see them 
here, will be deposited in the bureau’s 
headquarters at Washington, and manu- 
facturers so desiring, may obtain tem- 
porary loans of the samples in order 
that they may be studied and, if neces- 
sary, copied at the mills. 

‘My observation leads me to the firm 
belief that American cottons have a 
great future in the markets I went into 
provided the right kind of cloths are 
sent out. I noticed more than one Amer- 
ican fabric closely imitated by the Ital- 
ians or other Europeans. The fact is 
that the natives of Africa and elsewhere 
much prefer the American cottons to 
those manufactured by other nations.’’ 

Mr. Odell’s callers yesterday included 
representatives of several large export- 
ing houses, cotton mill men, and others. 
While there were many inquiries relative 
to prices, the visitors, for the most part, 
appeared to take chief interest ip the 
samples themselves. Comment was heard 
that the exhibit was the most compre- 
hensive ever shown in this city. Several 
well-known exporters telephoned asking 
for appointments with the bureau’s 
agent at their offices. In an interview 
with a Times reporter Mr. Odell spoke 
strongly of the necessity in export trade 
of sending abroad the kind of goods de- 
manded by the inhabitants of the re- 
spective countries. In giving a brief 
outline of his recent trip Mr. Odell said: 

‘* The first country I visited was Syria. 
This is one of the richest sections of the 
Turkish Empire, and is a large pur- 
chaser of cotton goods. We have only 
an insignificant share of this. trade, 
which annually in value amounts to over 
$10,000,000. Our failure to sell to Syria 
has been due to the fact that we do not 
make the clas# of goods in demand there. 
It must be admitted that American man- 
ufacturers have made no serious efforts 
to introduce our lines. If travelers 
should be sent out with full lines of 
samples, if fairly liberal terms could be 
offered to the reliable importers in the 
two chief cities of Beirut and Aleppo, our 
trade would undoubtedly increase. The 
recent war in the Near East has result- 
ed in an influx of population into Asiatic 
Turkey, and the market is_ certainly 
worthy of the study and attention of 
American cotton manufacturers.” 

Mr. Odell urged that attention be 
given to the markets of Egypt and the 
Sudan where cotton goods are now im- 
ported annpally to the value of $25.- 
000,000. So little are American goods 
known in these sections, that the agent 
said he encountered merchants who pro- 
fessed to be ignorant of the fact that 
the United States has a textile industry. 
In Egypt, bleached’ shirtings, piece- 
dyed goods and T cloth, in the order 
named, are the principal lines sold and 
80 per cent. of them are made in Eng- 
land, with smaller uantities from 
Italy, Austria and other Continental 
countries. 

After leaving the Sudan, Mr. Odell 
spent some time in Aden, the principal 
distributing point for the trade of the 
Red Sea district. The agent found 
American goods popular there, although 
he learned that Italian manufacturers 
are marketing cloths in imitation of 
American goods. Three months were 
passed by the agent in British and Ger- 
man East Africa, Uganda, and Zanzibar. 
In these sections, Mr. Odell found grey 
goods, known locally as ‘ Americanci”’ 
very poular. 

Several months were consumed in a 
study of the markets in South Africa. 

‘“‘This is a market to which we have 
never given serious attention,’ the 
agent said, ‘‘although it ranks first 
among the countries on the whole conti- 
nent in the value of cotton manufac- 
tures imported. South Africa is a mar- 
ket latent with possibilities and the 
processes of development that are now 
going on are sure to be reflected in a 
considerable increase in the purchase 
and consumption of cotton cloth and 
other articles of clothing.” 

Mr. Odell advises exporters to pack 
thelr exports more securely owing to 
the unusual handling required in land- 
ing goods, since few of the ports in the 
sections covered by his trip, permit of 
direct unloading from the steamer to the 
dock. The matter of financing sales in 
these territories is also an important 
factor. On these and many other sub- 
jects relating to the enlargment of the 
American cotton export field, Mr. Odell 
{s anxious to be consulted by those in- 
terested. 


FOR THE FALL TRADE. 


Prices Fixed by the Selling Agents 
of Two Woolen Mills, 


Complete lines of men’s suitings for 
the Fall season, 1914, products of the 
Falls City Woolen Mills, Louisville, 
Ky., were opened yesterday by Nixon, 
Walker & Tracy, selling agents, 45 East 
Seventeenth Street. 

The prices named ranged from 8% cents 
a yard to $1.12%. The lines consist of 
new fabrics. Range 27, all-wool cas- 
simere that was priced yesterday at 
87%, cents a yard, and Range 49, an 
all-wool cassimere with silk decorations 
that was priced at $1, were considered 
excellent values. 

The selling agents referred to also 
opened complete ranges of plain and 
fancy vigoreux, products of Samuel 
Hird & Sons, Passaic, N. J. These lines 
started with 13 to 13% ounce fabrics, 
which were priced at $1.12% a yard, 
regular, and were the same grade of 
stock as the 14 to 15 ounce fabrics of 
last season.

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THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Pacific storm 
of Sunday has decreased somewhat in inten- 
sity, but low pressure continues and has ex- 
tended eastward, so that to-night it covers 
the entire central and west portion of the 
country, with several centres of depression. 

While general rains and snows continued 


west of the Rocky Mountains, with a fur- 
ther heavy fall of ram in Southern Califor- 
nia, there has not been much precipitation 
to the eastward, except some snow from 
the lake region eastward, due to another 
moderate disturbance and some rains in 
Florida. 

It is decidedly warmer east of the Rockies, 
with temperatures much above seasonal. To 
the westward, although somewhat colder, it 
is stil) warm for the season. 

Rains and snows will continue Tuesday, 
and warmer west of the mountains, and they 
will continue over the Middie and Northern 
States, reaching the Atlantic States Tues- 
day night, 

In the South the weather will be generally 
fair Tuesday, becoming unsettled Wednesday, 
with probably some local rains. It will be 
colder Tuesday in the West and warmer in 
the Atlantic States. 

Winds for Tuesday and Wednesday along 
the North Atlantic, moderate, variable, be- 
coming east and southeast and increasing 
Tuesday night; Middle Atlantic Coast, east 
and southeast, increasing Tuesday night; 
South Atlantic Coast, moderate northeast to 
east, becoming southeast and brisk by 
Wednesday.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Fishing Trousers Are Malnly Cot- 
ton; Glass Cloth Mostly Flax. 


The Board of United States. General 
Appraisers has taken adverse action on 
a protest filed by F. H. Shallus, Balti- 
more, regarding the classification to be 
accorded coats composed of wool, silk 
and fur, The Appraiser decided that 
wool predominated in the make-up of 
the goods, and the Collector exacted 
duty under Paragraph 3882, tariff act of 
1909, at the rate of 44 cents a pound 
and 60 per cent. ad valorem as wool 


wearing apparel. The importer main- 
tained that fur was the component of 
chief value in the coats, and that the 
Customs tax should accordingly have 
been 50 per cent. under Paragraph 439, 
as wearing apparel of which fur is the 
material of chief value. Judge Brown, 
in overruling the contention, says that! 
the protestant failed at the hearing to 
sumbit any evidence in support of his 
claim. 

O. G. Hempstead & Son, Philadelphia, 
was overruled in a controversy with the 
Customs authorities relative to the rate) 
of duty applicable to so-called waders, ; 
or fishing trousers, composed of cotton | 
and rubber. They were returned by the | 
Appraiser as in chief value of cotton, 
duty being collected at the rate of | 
50 per cent. ad valorem as cotton wear- 
ing apparel under Paragraph 324, of the! 
old law. Rubber was claimed by the 
importer as the component of chief 
value, with duty at 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. An alternative claifn was | 
made under Paragraph 3832, at 45 per| 
cent. aS manufactures of cotton. An} 
analysis under the direction of the 
board by the Bureau for the Analysis | 
of Textile Fabrics in the Appraiser’s | 
office at New York, disclosed that cot- 
ton predominated in the goods. The 
Collector's assessment was accordingly 
affirmed 

Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, was 
sustained in a claim that union glass 
cloth was composed in principal value 
of flax. The fabrics were returned for 
duty by the Chicago officials as manu- 
factures of cotton under Paragraph 
332, with duty at 45 per cent. ad valorem 
under the old act. The importer’s claim 
was under Paragraph 357, at 35_ per 
cent, ad valorem as manufacture’ of 
flax. An official analysis showed that 
flax presoamneted.

FOREIGN SALESMEN HERE. 


Tariff Bill Changes Send Solicitors 
from Abroad. 


While the Tariff bill was in the later 
stages of its passage through Con- 
gress agents of European houses began 
to come over here to see what increased 
opportunities it would provide for the 
sale of their wares. After the bill had 
been signed an occasional salesman 
from houses which had not been in the 
habit of soliciting American trade be- 


gan to send men over, but these did not 
come in large numbers, owing to a wide- 
spread impression in manufacturing 
centres of Europe that times were hard 
here and everybody was afraid to buy. 
The last few days have seen an in- 
crease in the number of European 
salesmen arriving in New York, and at 
some of the hotels it is said they have 
received word from numerous manu- 
facturers and exporting firms in Hu- 
rope that they were sending men over 
here to take advantage of the reduction | 
in tariff rates. 
President Wilson's recent message 
and the subsequent strengthening of | 
the tone of the stock market are be- 
lieved by hotel men who have inquired 
into the situation to have already had 
considerable influence abroad. A num- 
ber of salesmen for big English and 
Continental houses are expected on the 
Olympic to-day. | 
One big paper manufacturing house 
in Vienna writes that it has sent its 
London manager over on the Olympic 
with lines of samples of every kind. 
Hotel clerks say that during the last 
few days many English shoe salesmen 
and representatives of foreign book 
rinters and bookbinders have arrived 
considerable number, and that more 
drummers for woolen goods houses, and 
salesmen for English tailors are coming | 
over than at any time before. } 
It was learned yesterday that some of 
the big English woolen goods houses 
have been sending over samples in large 
number in response to requests of per- 
sons who wanted to import their own 
homespuns and cheviots under the lower 
rate of import duty. One case was 
mentioned yesterday where a man who 
had got samples from London in De- 
cember told his friends and the result!
